The appendix also embraces a large number of tables, 
among which are tables of thermometric equivalents, saturation, of weights, measures and 
length, relation between weight and volume, and tables of strength of different densities of 
alcohol, ammonia and various acids.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


An innovation in telephone service obtained 


for the druggists of Philadelphia by con- 


Strapping 
Telephones certed pressure upon the rival telephone 
companies of that city is an example of 
what may be done by co-operation among druggists. Through 
the local association, members obtained from the telephone com- 
panies what is known as the “strapping” system, that is, a con- 
nection at the main office of all the telephones in one store, so 
that if one telephone be busy another can be used by the caller. 
Formerly if a store had several telephones and the telephone 
bearing the particular number asked for was in use, the operator 
simply said “busy” and that ended it. Now, if the number called 
for by the customer is in use the operator will call in succession 
each of the numbers registered for the store until an answer is 
received. This apparently simple improvement in service means 
much to the druggist whose telephone business is large enough 
to justify the installation of more than one pay telephone, and 
the advantages gained are so great that Philadelphia druggists: 
are enthusiastic about it. Druggists in every locality can obtaim 
the same privileges and advantages if they work unitedly and 
aggressively for it, and it is well worth working for because of 


the increase it produces in telephone receipts.

The 
defense set up the claim that the name Beecham had by this 
time become the common designation of the pill and therefore 
any one who used the formula revealed by analysis of the orig- 
inal had a right both to manufacture the pills and to use the 
proprietary name. The court decided that the right to use the 
name of the originator of the remedy as a common designation 
belonged to him or his heirs solely, and that the proprietary 
right existing in the application of the originator’s name to a 
absolute. Furthermore, the court overruled the

contention that it was for the owners of Beecham’s pills to 


prove that the original formula had not been used in making

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the imitation article, deciding that even if the actual formula 
had been disclosed to the defendant by analysis, or direct com- 
munication, he had no right to market his pills in packages so 
made and labeled as to give the public the impression that they 
were the original article. Altogether this decision seems to put 
a check upon a species of fraudulent imitation and competition 
that is very dificult to meet. It establishes the right of a man, 
or his heirs, to the benefit of demand or business for articles 
distinguished by his name, and that a personal name attached to 
an article does not become common property as a designation for 
this article as long as it indicates superior merit to the public 


because of the advertising or efforts of the original owner.

THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF RE- 
2 TAIL DRUGGISTS 


HE thirteenth annual meeting of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, which is reported at some length in our 
news columns, was held in Niagara Falls on September 11, 12, 
13 and 14. There were 212 accredited delegates present and 
nearly 600 registered as in attendance. The delegates repre- 


sented twenty-six states, showing that there is still a wide- 


spread interest in the organization. The financial stateménts 
made show a very comfortable surplus, and if the association has 
all its bills paid up and $14,000 in cash in the bank, as we infer, 
it is in a much better financial condition than at any time in its 
previous history. Indeed, during the storm and stress period of 
its life, the meetings of the committee on finance took on the 
semblance of a church debt raising meeting, every effort being 


required to obtain funds to carry on the work of the association.

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THE WILEY CONTROVERSY CLOSED 
HE President of the United States has addressed a letter to 
the Secretary of Agriculture, in the course of which he has 
passed upon the charges brought against Dr. Wiley, Dr. Kebler, 
Dr. Bigelow and Dr. Rusby. The President completely exoner- 
ates Dr. Wiley from any blame whatever in the matter of the 
fixing of the salary of Dr. Rusby, and takes occasion to express 
his high appreciation of the great value of the services rendered 
by Dr. Wiley in the execution of the food and drugs act. He 
says that Dr. Kebler betrayed a certain disingenuousness in his 
letters regarding the salary of Dr. Rusby for which he should 
be reprimanded. He completely acquits Dr. Rusby of any blame 
whatever in connection with the matter, but takes occasion to 
criticise the action of Dr. Rusby in connection with an appoint- 
ment recommended by him in the following words: 

There is another charge against Dr. Rusby for securing the 
appointment, on the common laborers’ rolls, of a physician and 
expert whom he could use to do his work at a very small stipend 
when he himself was called away in other employment. I regret 
to say that the arrangement which Dr. Rusby thus made is not 
especially creditable to him and shakes in some degree one’s con- 
fidence in his avowed wish to make personal pecuniary sacrifice 
in the public interest for the enforcement of the pure food Jaw. 
Bat Dr. Rusby’s position as an expert of high standing is such 
that I do not think that any more than this expression of opin- 
ion should be imposed as penalty. My information is that the 
government needs his services, and that he has already rendered 
valuable aid. The error referred to, committed by him, does not 
call for further action or remark. 


RESUMABLY the appointment referred to is that of Dr. 
Mansfield. If this is the case the President has been mis- 
informed, as Dr. Mansfield was not appointed at all. Dr. Rusby 
merely asked whether it would be feasible to have Dr. Mansfield 
put on the rolls for one month as an unskilled laborer, for which 
he would receive a salary of $50 in payment for his services in 
passing on drugs presented for importation at the port of New 
York, while Dr. Rusby himself was absent from the city on gov- 
ernment business as a witness in court in the Coca Cola and 
other cases. This was not to be in payment for any work, to 
be done for Dr. Rusby. Arrangements had been made by which, 
by means of exchanging lectures, it was possible for Dr. Rusby 
to be away without interfering with his college duties. The sug- 
gestion of Dr. Rusby was not acted upon and the appointment 
was never made. The suggestion was made solely with a view 
to solving the difficulty in which the port authorities found them- 
selves placed, in being called upon to pass on drugs offered for 
import during the time when Dr. Rusby, the official pharmacog- 
nosist, was away from the port on government business. In 
these circumstances it would seem that the only criticism that 
could be offered of Dr. Rusby was that in recommending the 
employment of a scientist on such terms he was belittling his own 
calling. He certainly seemed to be driving a shrewd bargain on 
behalf of the government, and, even if the appointment had been 
made as suggested by him, we can see no reason whatever for 
criticising his action. Indeed, when looked at from the point of 
view of the government service, he should be praised, not blamed. 


HiLE the charges brought against Dr. Wiley and his col- 
leagues have thus been disposed of, it is intimated that 

there may be material changes in the department, for the Presi- 
dent says: “The broader issues raised by the investigation, which 
have a much weightier relation than this one to the general effi- 
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ciency of the department, may require much more radical action 
than the question I have here considered and decided.” It re- 
mains to be seen precisely the direction which the “radical action” 
will take. The case is adequately summarized by our well in- 
formed Washington correspondent in another column. 


PREPARE NOW FOR HOT SODA TRADE 
ITH the retreat of summer before the invading forces of 
Jack Frost and their fusillade of chilling blasts, the pharma- 

cist who has enjoyed a lucrative business in cold soda beverages 
and ice cream preparations during the torrid months of the year 
and the druggist who has never deemed it worth while hitherto 
to install a fountain in his store will both do well to think about 
the paying trade which they can secure during the approaching 
fall and winter months by serving hot drinks to shivering patrons 
who will be more than eager to fortify themselves by imbibing 
comforting potations which cheer but do not inebriate. Although 
winter has not yet been felt in any but the most northern por- 
tions of the country, it will soon come and it therefore behooves 
every proprietor of a store, where hot beverages may be served 
advantageously, to heed the old adage which bids business men 
as well as generals to prepare for war in times of peace. The 
Indian summer, which induces many merchants to lay aside their 
weapons of cold weather business competition, will soon give 
way to autumn, and he who prepares for cold weather trade 
now will be -first to reap the golden harvest from cold weather 


patrons, 


— the hot soda business of the fall and winter can be 


made just as lucrative as the cold soda and ice cream trade 
of the spring and summer, if not more so, has been demonstrated 
by a host of successful proprietors of drug stores throughout the 
country within the last decade. The only failures in the hot 
soda trade have been due to the fact that the efforts made in 
this direction have been half-hearted and too quickly abandoned 
to enable novices in this business to ascertain what progress they 
were making. No one can reasonably expect to make a success 
of any enterprise which he oes not enter with zeal and a 
determination to succeed. If the proprietor will devote to his 
hot soda trade either personally or by proxy, one-third of the 
attention now given to his prescription and general merchandising 
business, he cannot fail to make a gratifying success of it. 


HE druggist who has failed hitherto to make a success of it 
should study why he failed before. In every instance, he 
will discover that it was because of a lack of sufficient attention 
to it on his part or on the part of his dispenser or dispensers. 
The druggist who has never deemed it worth while to enter the 
hot soda business hitherto, either because he had no fountain 
in his store or because he did not have enough requests for hot 
beverages, should consider the large returns to be obtained there- 
from with“but trifling initial expenditure. The fact that there 
have been few calls for hot soda heretofore should not restrain 
him from entering the field this year, for he could not reason- 
ably have expected a great demand for something which his 
customers or prospective customers had seen that they could not 
obtain in his store. Once he has installed even a comparatively 
cheap equipment for serving hot soda, he will have no difficulty 
in creating a constantly increasing demand for it, provided that 
he adopts proper methods for building up such a trade. 
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cream preparations as long as warm weather makes such cooling 


installation of hot soda apparatus need not interfere 
any way with continuing to serve cold soda and ice 
fountain products desirable. There is no way of telling, how- 
ever, when the first call will be made for hot beverages and the 
druggist whose hot beverage equipment is already installed will 
be the first to obtain the business. In many sections of the coun- 
try, moreover, the cold and hot soda seasons may be said to 
overlap and the demand for hot beverages frequently begins be- 
On all 


therefore, it is best to be prepared, even weeks ahead of time, 


fore that for cold drinks has ceased altogether. scores, 


for the inevitable demand and rush for hot soda.

Previous reports were 

published in 1906, 1909 and 1910. The present report includes 

the results of work from January 20, 1910, to May 18, 1911, 
together with a supplementary report dated July 31, 1911.

to the veto of the General Medical Council. 


HE pharmaceutical report before us certainly shows that the 
British pharmacists are well able to make a very large 
number of improvements in the present Pharmacopoeia. We are 
particularly impressed with the suggestions for greater uniformity 
in the strength of a large number of articles. The varying 
strength of the diluted acids in the present Pharmacopeceia is to 
be changed so that all will contain 10 percent. of absolute acid 
with the exceptions of diluted acetic acid, which will have 5 per- 
cent., and diluted hydrocyanic acid, which will contain 2 percent. 
of the anhydrous acid. Radical changes are proposed in the 
strength of a number of galenicals so as to conform to the pro- 
tocol adopted by the Brussels International Conference for the 
unification of the pharmacopeeial formulas for potent drugs, as 


shown below:

GREAT many official titles appear which are comparatively 

unknown in American pharmacy, as for instance, soda 
tartarata for Rochelle salt, potassii tartras acidus for cream of 
tartar, tincture camphor composita for paregoric. Sugar is very 
correctly called saccharum purificatum and rhei radix is to be 
changed to rhizoma. On the other hand, this accuracy in no- 
menclature is not carried out in wild cherry bark, pruni virgin- 
ianz cortex, the bark of serotina Ehrh., collected in autumn and 
dried. The deletion of synonyms will be carried out still further 
than in the past, and such good old time and weil known names 
as cream of tartar, salt of tartar, soap bark, etc., are to be 


omitted.

MENCLATURE'

FEW months after the adjournment of the Richmond 
A meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Association, in 
May, 1911, a death occurred in that city from the dispensing of 
lysol instead of laxol. Singularly enough, the dangerous simi- 
larity between these particular names had been pointed out at 
the Richmond meeting, only a few months before, by Otto Rau- 
benheimer, in his address as chairman of the Section on Prac- 
tical Pharmacy and Dispensing. If that particular druggist 
had heard Mr. Raubenheimer’s address a life would have been 
saved. In Connecticut, within the last two months, a patient 
recovered damages from a druggist who dispensed calomel 
when calumba was ordered. In Germany a fatal accident was 
reported in 1908 from dispensing solution of chlorinated lime 
in place of a solution of calcium chloride (AMERICAN Druc-, 
GIST, 1908, p. 282), while the death of a child has been reported 
from Russia through the dispensing of saccharin when sac- 
charum was ordered. 

The occurrence of these cases, which have reached the pub- 
lic notice, indicates the probability that many such incidents oc- 
cur which never become public. That such incidents do occur 
with increasing frequency is a matter of common knowledge 
among druggists everywhere. In a report to the American 
Medical Association on Vernacular and Scientific Names, by 
Osborn and Hallberg, in 1906, the statement is made that there 
exist in pharmaceutical nomenclature a “confusion too great to 
be tolerated,” still no steps have been taken to remedy this con- 
dition. On the contrary, the multiplication of remedies, and 
more. particularly of proprietary preparations with fanciful des- 
ignations, is adding constantly to the danger of confusion. In 
remedies which have popular use the danger of error is par- 
ticularly serious, because of carelessness in writing out orders 
by the public and because such preparations are frequently or- 
dered verbally. 

A telephone order for creolol, a proprietary cough mixture, 
might easily be misconstrued as an order for creosol, a power- 
ful antiseptic, or a request for gadinol, which is used internal- 
ly, may be understood to mean gabianol, which is intended for 
external application. Several errors, fraught with serious con- 
sequences, have occurred through the similarity in the names, 
lysol, laxol and lythol, besides those above referred to. Loxol is 
another proprietary name which might readily be confused with 
the cther names of this group. Pyridin is the name both of a 
chemical substance and a proprietary preparation, while quin- 
iline, the proprietary, and quinoline, the drug, are so nearly alike 
as to be easily confused. Rhigoline is not only the name of 
one of the lighter petroleum ethers, but is also the title of a 
toilet preparation, while the name of a wholly different prepa- 
ration, rhigolene, differs by only one little letter, and by sound 
not at all. 

The American Drucctst price list contains fifty-five different 
preparations, the names of which begin with the syllables 
“glyco,” and fifty-seven beginning “glycer.” A partial list of 
names likely to be confused is appended, but this list covers 
only a small proportion of the instances in which there is a 
dangerous similarity in the names of medicinal substances.

This list is by no means complete, and does not embrace 
names not in use in this country. It will, however, serve to 
emphasize the need for the establishment of an international 
committee on pharmaceutical nomenclature. 

But it is not only in trade names that there is need for im- 
provement. 

Pharmiacopeeial nomenclature is also far from being as uni- 
form and as scientific, yet practical, as it should be. For in- 
stance, there are seven different pharmacopceial titles for am- 
monium chloride and nine for potassium iodide in the seventeen 
leading pharmacopeeias of the world, while only two pharma- 
copeeias agree on the official title for Fowler’s solution, there 
being sixteen different titles for this popular preparation. 

Pharmacopeeial nomenclature is further complicated by the 
need for recognizing proprietary substances, the names of which 
are controlled by the proprietors, The pharmacopeeia of Japan 
has introduced some titles so long that no physician would ever 
use them unless under stress of peremptory command, and the 
German standard is even worse with its sesquipedalian terms 
straggling clear across a page and even hanging over a little, if 
the type is large. The American physician would never write, 
or even try to remember, such a title as “Para-aminobenzoyl- 
diaethylaminoaethanolum hydrochloricum,” the German pharma- 
copeeial title for novocaine. It is only in Germany, where 
every detail of life is governed by regulations, where the people 
have no right to do anything ‘except what is_ specifically 
“erlaubt,” or permitted, where the mere notice “es ist nicht 
erlaubt” puts a quietus on any movement that one could force 
such a title into use. You will recall Jerome’s dachshund, who, 
when trotting into a Hamburg park, on being confronted with 
the sign 

“HUNDE VERBOTEN,” 
tucked his tail between his legs and scuttled out of the park. 
With a people so trained all things seem possible, even the use 
of such a clumsy nomenclature. 

The efforts of our British brothers to coin popular names 
for such substances have not been wholly satisfactory, and such 
a practice, if pursued independently by every pharmacopceial 
commission, might prove disastrous, multiplying infinitely the 
synonyms used for the same drug. Our own pharmacopceial 
title for sulphonal, “sulphonmethanum,” has been mistaken for 
that of trional, “sulphonethylmethanum.” 

Nor is this problem of a superabundance of names by any 
means a new or novel one. In the preface to the Pharmacopceia 
of the Massachusetts Medical Society, published in 1808, the 
statement is made that “in this, as in former ages, men are cre- 
ating confusion by creating names.” 


The Remedy 


We cannot hope to do much in the direction of changes in 
existing trade names. Those which have been established in 
usage have a high commercial value, and the great majority of 
the preparations which have not already won success will die 
out. I am convinced, however, that we can inaugurate a move- 
ment which may at least reduce somewhat the tendency toward 
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the duplication of trade names in the future and do much to- 
ward bringing about a greater degree of uniformity in phar- 
maceutical nomenclature, including the nomenclature of the sev- 
eral pharmacopeeias. 

To accomplish this purpose I propose the establishment of 
an international committee on pharmaceutical nomenclature, 
somewhat along the lines of the Paris conference for revising 
the international classification of causes of death, and of the 
international committee which has endeavored to unify the no- 
menclature in zoology, the secretary of which is Dr. C. H. War- 
dell Stiles of hookworm fame, professor of physiology in the 
Hygienic Laboratory of the United States Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service. Botanists have, with a few notable 
exceptions, accepted the Vienna Code as a basis for obtaining 
uniformity in botanical nomenclature, and a movement is now 
on foot among chemists for the establishment of some such body 
as I now propose for pharmacy. Indeed, our committee would 
have to work in close touch with that of the chemists, since we 
have so much in common. I therefore submit the following 
resolutions : 


Whereas, There is a nofable lack of uniformity in the 
nomenclature adopted by the several pharmacopeeias through- 
out the world, and 

Whereas, The multiplication of titles of medicinal sub- 
stances goes forward with increasing rapidity, and 

Whereas, Many of these titles simulate either in spelling 
or sound the titles of wholly dissimilar substances, and 

Whereas, Such similarity is a constant menace to the 
safety of the public tending to cause errors in dispensing, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, By the American Pharmaceutical Association 
that steps should be taken to bring about the establishment 
of an International Committee on Pharmaceutical Nomen- 
clature with a view to the adoption of a uniform phar- 
macopceal nomenclature throughout the world and to pre- 
vent as far as possible the adoption of titles of similar 
sound or spelling for medicinal substances whether of a 
proprietary character or not, and be it further 

Resolved, That the president of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association be instructed to appoint a committee of 
five members whose duty it shall be to bring these reso- 
lutions before the various national pharmaceutical organi- 
zations throughout the world and before the section on 
pharmacy of the Congress of Applied Chemistry and invite 
these bodies to appoint similar committees to confer with 
this committee with a view to elaborating plans for the 
creation of a permanent International Committee on Phar- 
maceutical Nomenclature. 





Determination of Ethyl Nitrite 
in Spirit of Nitrous Ether 


A simple and accurate method of determining the ethyl 
nitrite céntent of spirit of nitrous ether has been reported by 
Herting (Pharm. Zeit., May, 1191). This method does not 
require the use of a nitrometer, an apparatus owned by few 
pharmacists, and can be performed in a short time. The fol- 
lowing directions are given: Into a stoppered 100 Cc. flask put 
1o Cc. of water, then 5 Cc. of a cold saturated aqueous solu- 
tion of potassium chlorate, 5 Cc. of the spirit of nitrous ether 
to be tested, and then 5 Cc. of a 10 percent. solution of nitric 
acid, adding the liquids in the order named; stopper the flask 
tightly and shake frequently for about thirty minutes. Now 
add 10 Ce. of decinormal solution of silver nitrate, shake well, 
and tirate back the excess of silver with decinormal solution of 
ammonium sulphocyanide. Each Cc. of decinormal solution of 
silver nitrate consumed in the reaction represents 0.0255 Gm. 
of ethyl nitrite, and from the amount found in the quantity of 
spirit of nitrous ether taken for estimation, together with its 
specific gravity, the percentage of ethyl nitrite by weight in the 
spirit can be easily calculated. A more exact method would be 
to make the estimation upon a known weight of spirit of nitrous 
ether, using about 5 Gms., as this would obviate the necessity 
of reducing the used volume of spirit to weight, an operation 
that is seldom exact, owing to the differences in actual weight 
of measured portions of the same liquid, due to variations in 
temperature, care in measurement, etc.

Being a Report for the Twelve Months Ending June 30, 1911, by the Committee on New Reme- 
dies of the New York State Pharmaceutical Association—The Introduction 
Was Read at the Thousand Islands Meeting June, 1911

Abanone, magnesium phosphotartrate, is a new purgative. 
It occurs as a white crystalline powder, almost tasteless, 
only slightly soluble in water. It is used as a less disagree- 
able laxative and purgative than other magnesium salts. 
Dose, one teaspoonful. 


Abortin, a preparation of tuberculin used in veterinary 
practice for the diagnosis of tuberculosis in cattle. Im- 
munizing effects are also asserted for it. 


Achibromin, mono-bromo-isovalerylglycolyl urea, exploit- 
ed as a hypnotic and sedative, in lieu of alkali bromides. 
Said to be well tolerated. 

Achiiodin, mono-iodo-isovalerylglycolyl urea. Said to 
possess analgesic properties in addition to therapeutic ef- 
fects of iodine. 

Adalin, the trade name given to  brom-diethyl-acetyl 
urea. Recommended as a hypnotic and sedative. Occurs 
as a colorless, almost tasteless, crystalline powder; spar- 
ingly soluble in cold water, more readily soluble in hot 
water. Freely soluble in alcohol, acetone and benzol. Melt- 
ing point, 115° to 116° C. Adalin is decomposed by alkalies 
(in solution) with liberation of ammonia. Aqueous solutions 
also decompose on standing with liberation of ammonia. 
Dose, 5 to I5 grains, three times daily. Marketed by Far- 
benfabriken of Elberfeld Company. 

Adipol, an ointment base said to be capable of taking up 
30 percent. of its weight of water. It is marketed in two 
forms, white and yeliow. Yellow adipol is especially 
recommended for veterinary practice. 

Adralgin, the trade name for preparations marketed as 
focal anesthetics, said to contain cocaine, thymol sulphonate 
and adrenalin. It occurs in two,forms; adralgin chirurgicum 
and adralgin dentale, the names indicating the different uses. 

Afridol is described as being orthotoluate of mercury and 
sodium. It is a powerful disinfectant, and is the active in- 
gredient of afridol soap, Afridol soap is said to be non- 
caustic and is employed in the treatment of skin diseases 
as well as for surgical disinfection of the hands, etc. 

Agarase, a preparation containing the bacteria of lactic 
acid ferment with a base made from agar-agar. 

Agarophen, the name given to a preparation containing 
agar-agar‘and phenolphthalein. Marketed in tablet form as 
a laxative. 

Agfa is a trade name for amidoazotoluol, also known as 
epidermal. Recommended as an improvement on Bieberich 
scarlet red. 

Alcohol-Ointment is said to consist of 75 percent. of 
alcohol with 25 percent. of a potash soap, made into a solid 
mass by addition of calcined magnesia. Recommended for 
surgical use as a disinfectant. 

Aldogen is a preparation said to consist of paraform and 
calcium chloride, which liberates formaldehyde on contact 
with water. It is recommended as a convenient means for 
generation of formaldehyde for fumigation. 

Alkola Tablets are reported to contain tartar emetic in 
addition to the extracts of several bitter drugs. 

Alypinoids are tablets containing alypin and suprarenin. 

Amigrine, is the trade name for magnesium acetylorthoxy- 
benzoate. Zernik (Pharm. Zeitung) reports that this prepa- 
ration may be merely a mixture of calcined magnesia and 
acetylsalicylic acid. 

Anacaona Extract is asserted to be a preparation derived 
from native Haitian plants. It is said to consist of the fresh 
juices of pimentum capsicum, argemone Mexicana and phy- 
lantus niruri, properly preserved. 

Anadol is the trade name given to a German preparation 
said to consist of acetanilide, caffeine arid sodium bicarbon- 
ate. 

_Anesthol, the copyright name given to an anesthetic 
said to contain ether, ethyl chloride and chloroform. 


Aniodol is a formaldehyde preparation, containing allyl 
sulphocyanide, used m the treatment of cystitis by local 
irrigation, It is said to be neither toxic nor caustic and is 
effective in I in 4,000 aqueous solution. 


Anios is a disinfectant, said to contain formaldehyde and 
the sulphates of aluminum, iron, sodium and zinc. 


Anogon, a new mercurial antisyphilitic, used in steril- 
ized oily suspension for hypodermic treatment of syphilis. 
It is the mercuric oxide salt of diiod-paraphenol sulphate, 
and contains about 48 percent. of mercury and 30 percent. of 
iodine. Marketed by H. Trommsdorf, Berlin, Germany. 


Antiformin, a patented bactericide said to be composed 
of equal parts of Javelle water (solution of alkaline hypo- 
chlorites) and a 15 percent. solution of sodium hydroxide. 
Remarkable solvent powers on organic substances are 
asserted for this product, and it is said to dissolve hairs, 
wool, silk, bacteria and even insects. It does not, however, 
have a solvent effect on tuberculosis, or other “acid-fast” 
bacteria, hence it can be used for the differentiation and de- 
— of tuberculosis bacilli in sputum or other organic 

uids. 


Antilusin is a new antisyphilitic serum recommended as a 
local dressing for treatment of ulcers, wounds, etc., to pro- 
mote healthy granulation. It is prepared in two forms, 
Antilusin A and Antilusin B, Antilusin A is normal serum 
concentrated to small bulk by a special process which de- 
stroys its proteolytic ferments but preserves its antiferments. 
Antilusin B is normal serum fortified by the addition of 
Antilusin A. Made by Allen & Hanburys, Ltd., London. 


Antimonyl-aniline Tartrate, a new salt used in the treat- 
ment of trypanosomiasis (sleeping sickness). It is a yellow 
crystalline salt, containing 22 percent. antimony. Soluble in 
7 parts of water. (See Trypanocides.) 


Antirheumol is a solution of glyceryl salicylate in a mix- 
ture of alcohol and glycerin. Applied locally to affected 
parts it is said to be more efficacious in relieving rheumatic 
pains than oil of wintergreen, or other compounds of methy! 
salicylate. 

Antitumin is described as being sodium-chondritin sul- 
phate, a normal constituente of cartilage, the arteries, etc 
It is recommended for the treatment of cancer, because of 
the observed fact that cancer does not attack cartilagineous 
tissue, the theory being that intravenous injections of this 
substance will exercise an inhibitory action on cancerous 
growth. The dose is 0.1 Gm, daily, in sterilized solution. 


Antodyne is the name given to a new analgesic and se- 
dative. It is a phenol derivative of phenoxy-propenediol, 
occurring in fine crystals readily soluble in water and the 
usual organic solvents, but not soluble in petroleum ether 
Recommended in doses of 0.5 Gm. where relief of pain is the 
primary object. Prepared by nine oas Freres, Paris. 


Aqua Zeozoni is said to be a 3 5 percent. solution o* 
an orthoxy derivative of zsculin ear the horse chestnut ) 
neutralized with boric acid. Remarkable properties in in- 
tercepting ultraviolet rays are claimed for zeozon (which 
see). Zeozon preparations are said to prevent sunburn i! 
applied locally to exposed parts. 


Arabates are salts of arabic acid with various anesthetic 
bases, such as cocaine, stovaine, etc. They are gelatinou; 
compounds and are slowly absorbed when applied locally, 
hence are recommended in place of the hydrochlorides of 
these bases when prolonged anesthesia is desired. The 
arabates are also said to be less toxic. 


Arsen-Blutan is said to be a solution of iron and man- 
ganese peptonates containing arsenic. 

Arsen-Regenerin is said to consist of regenerin (ovo- 
lecithin, iron and manganese) combined with lithium caco- 
dylate and arsacetin.

Practical Work in Board Examinations 


HE subject of laboratory or practical work in board exam- 
inations is very important and is deserving of much more 
consideration than has been given to it by most boards of phar- 
macy in the past. There is no other branch in an examination 
that is of as great value in determining the real worth of the 
applicant as a pharmacist, as the laboratory or practical work. 
An applicant may memorize from books and quiz compends 
enough to pass a fair examination in any of the other branches, 
but not so when it comes to the laboratory. Here you see the 
applicant as he would work behind your prescription counter, 
which will give you a better opportunity to judge of his real 
worth as a pharmacist, than by reading any one or all of his 
manuscripts on the other branches. 
Much more time and thought should be given to this subject. 
In making this suggestion the committee would noi have it 
understood that less time should be given to the other branches, 
but that the time given for an examination should be lengthened

so as to allow six or eight hours for practical work. 


The conditions under which the candidate is asked to per- 
form the practical work should be as nearly like those found in 
a well regulated up-to-date pharmacy as possible. 

He should have all the appliances needed to carry out the 
work given him, also allowed the use of his Unite1 States 
Pharmacopeeia and National Formulary the same as if behind the 
prescription counter. The balances, weights, graduates and 
everything used should be selected with as much care as if for 
the prescription counter. 

The best drugs and chemicals the market affords should be 
furnished, for it is expecting too much to require the candidate 
to produce a nice preparation out of poor materials. 

Make all conditions as nearly perfect as possible, then you 
have a right to expect good work of the applicant. If he fails 
to do good work, grade accordingly, and let him continue his 
work under a preceptor until he is able to exhibit such work 
as will entitle him to registration. 


Prepare the Following U. S. P. Preparations 


1. Pilule ferri carbonatis. No, X. 

2. Unguentum potassii iodidi.. oz. ss. 

3. Emulsum olei morrhue. s .60 Ce. 

4. Assaying or testing. 

The applicant should be questioned or asked to write his 
reasons for each step taken in making the different preparations. 


The applicant should be given a sample and asked to test 


for identity, or if a known substance, for impurities. The can- 
didate should be closely watched and graded upon each step 
taken as well as on final results. 

For example, give the candidate a sample of potassium bi- 
tartrate to which has been added some impurities usually found. 
Ask the candidate to apply the U. S. P. tests. 

5. The identification of drugs may be introduced in this part 
of the work but is already taken care of in the written materia 
medica examination. 

Prescriptions to Be Filled 


General principles to be followed in selecting prescriptions. 

1. Prescriptions requiring a knowledge of common chemical 
and pharmaceutical incompatibilities, as the formation of a pre- 
cipitate or change in color.

The materials to be furnished are powdered opium, extract 
of belladonna, ichthyol, and petrolatum. The applicant will

This will show if the applicant knows how to make a perfect

formed by the action of the spirit. 

Prescription IV. 

This prescription is chiefly to show the neatness of the ap- 

plicant and the care used in mixing powders and folding papers. 
PRESCRIPTION V. 


This combination with honey (which is intentionally left 
out) has been prescribed frequently. Without the honey the 
precipitated resinous matter forms masses that cannot be evenly 
divided. This prescription will show if the applicant knows that 
honey is a good addition to prevent the formation of masses, 
or what course he will take to remedy the trouble.

Digitalis Infusion Should be Strained, Not Filtered.—S. 
Hirohashi (Jour. Pharm. Soc. of Japan, July, 1911) has made a 
study of the quantitative valuation of digitalis, in which he used 
the Fracke method. A Japanese variety of the plant, the Rana 
esculenta, was used. He concluded that an infusion strained. 
through muslin is more active than the corresponding prepara- 
tion filtered through paper. 


The Preparation of Diguaiacol Phosphoric Acid.—To 
molten guaiacol are added small quantities of anhydrous phos- 
phoric acid, with constant stirring, until further absorption is 
impossible (Bull. de la Soc. Chim. de France, 4, 7, 846). The 
mixture is then heated until all the small white lumps disappear. 
The cold product is neutralized with soda solution, and the phos- 
phoric acid and monoguaiacol phosphoric acid are precipitated 
with copper sulphate. The filtrate is then acidified with a min- 
eral acid. The diguaiacol phosphoric acid crystallizes out of 
boiling water in small white prisms. Most of the salts of this 
acid, like the calcium and copper salt, are soluble in water. The 
potassium salt crystallizes with one molecule of water, is easily 
soluble in water, and is isomorphous with the sodium salt. 


The Preparation of Pure Albumose.—Dr. P. Runge, of 
Hamburg, has patented a process for refining albumose, after the 
latter has been obtained from casein in the ordinary manner and 
is held in alkaline solution. The solution (Siidd. Ap. Zt., 1911, 
p. 159, through Pharm. Zentralh., 1911, No. 33) is clarified and 
concentrated and is then treated with one of the higher fatty 
acids, as palmitic, stearic, oleic or linoleic acid, or a mixture of 
these acids,so that soaps are formed with the alkaline present. 
The mixture of albumose and soaps is then dried and the soaps 
are removed with alcohol or some other solvent which is incapa- 
ble of dissolving or affecting the albumose. The residue con- 
sists of pure albumose, which is suitable for all pharmaceutical 
uses. In this process casein may be used which has not been 
entirely freed of fat, since the fat is later removed in the process 
of saponification. 
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Elixir of Terpin Hydrate and Codeine.—E:. S. G., Fort 
Madison, Ia., asks for working formulas for elixir of terpin 
hydrate with codeine, also elixir of terpin hydrate with heroin. 
Perhaps our correspondent’s trouble lies in the formula used 
for his elixir of terpin hydrate, as this preparation has pre- 
sented many difficulties. The principal cause for trouble in 
making this preparation seems to lie in the use of water for 
dilution, either by itself or in the official aromatic elixir, and 
the general opinion is that any flavoring or sweetening agent 
should be added to the elixir in alcoholic solution and that 
glycerin should take the place of syrup for giving it body. We 
append several formulas for elixir of terpin hydrate that have 
been found both practical and producing a pleasant permanent 
elixir, taken from the Proceedings of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association of recent years. 

ELIXIR OF TERPIN HYDRATE (DR. SQUIBB). 

Terpin hydrate 

Tincture of sweet orange peel ... 

Solution of saccharin (N. F.) ... 

Alcohol ' 

Glycerin, sufficient to make .......... 
Dissolve the terpin hydrate in the alcohol, add the tincture of 
sweet orange peel and the solution of saccharin, then the 
glycerin. 

ELIXIR OF TERPIN HYDRATE (UTECH). 

Terpin hydrate 256 grains 

Acetic acid 80 minims 

Tincture of sweet orange peel....2 fl. drachms 

Glycerin 4 fl. ounces 

8 fl. ounces 

Aromatic elixir, sufficient to make.16 fl. ounces 
Dissolve the terpin hydrate in the alcohol by gentle heat, adding 
the acetic acid to aid solution. Add to this solution the tincture 
of sweet orange peel, the glycerin and, finally, enough aromatic 
elixir to make sixteen fluid ounces. The quantities taken must 
be measured, not weighed, except, of course, in the case of the 
terpin hydrate. 

ELIXIR OF TERPIN HYDRATE (BLAIR). 

Terpin hydrate 128 grains 

Alcohol 8 fl. ounces 

Glycerin, sufficient to make 16 fl. ounces 
Dissolve the terpin hydrate in the alcohol, then add the glycerin 
with constant stirring. No flavoring or sweetening agent is used 
in this formula, it being claimed that the natural taste of terpin 
hydrate gives the elixir the necessary flavor and the glycerin 
makes it sweet enough. 

The first two formulas give an elixir containing about two 


grains of terpin hydrate to the teaspoonful, the second about. 


one grain to the teaspoonful, the usual doses. The amount of 
codeine or heroin respectively to be added to such an elixir de- 
pends upon the dose desired. Usually codeine is given in doses 
of one-eighth of a grain in such preparations and heroin in doses 
of one-twelfth or one-twenty-fourth of agrain. By dissolving the 
required amount of codeine phosphate or sulphate or heroin 
hydrochoride in the smallest possible amount of water and add- 
ing this to the elixir of terpin hydrate, a satisfactory prepara- 
tion may be obtained. As the solubility of terpin hydrate is 
markedly affected by heat, all preparations containing this chemi- 
cal should be protected from extremes of cold. An elixir of 
terpin hydrate that will remain perfectly clear and stable in a 


moderate temperature, say 60 degrees, will deposit crystals of 
terpin hydrate if allowed to stand in a cold room where the 
temperature is near freezing, and these crystals apparently can- 
not be redissolved in the elixir by ordinary warming. 

Spt. Aeth. Dulc.—A correspondent wishes to know what 
this preparation is, having had a call for it on a prescription 
lately. He filled the prescription, using sweet spirits of nitre, 
and wishes to know if he did correctly. He did. This name, like 
many others, is a survival of the time when various names were 
given in various localities to the same article. It is just such 
practice that the editor of the AMErIcAN Druceist has called to 
the attention of pharmacists recently in a plea for more distinc- 
tiveness in the names for pharmaceutical preparations and the 
avoidance of duplication of names for the same article, or for 
names of similar sound for articles of a different nature. 


Difficulty in Making Citrate of Magnesia.—C. W., River- 
ton, N. J., has referred a question to us that is no doubt familiar 
to older druggists, but which often causes trouble with beginners. 
In making a batch of citrate of magnesia, following official di- 
rections as to the quantities of citric acid and magnesia carbonate 
to be used, his solution of magnesium citrate, instead of being 
clear and transparent, was turbid and milky, and a heavy pre- 
cipitate of insoluble matter was observed. The trouble was due 
entirely to the manner of conducting the reaction, whereby the 
magnesium carbonate was converted into magnesium citrate. In- 
stead of first dissolving the required quantity of citric acid in the 
water prescribed and then adding the carbonate of magnesia, the 
solution of citric acid was poured into a jar containing the 
weighed quantity of carbonate of magnesia, stirred and set aside. 
The reason why a clear solutign was not obtained was that a 
basic citrate of magnesia was formed in the reaction, this being 
but slightly soluble in water, and this basic citrate, once formed, a 
clear solution can only be obtained by heating the mixture and 
adding a slight excess of citric acid. In making solution of 
citrate of magnesia the carbonate of magnesia must always be 
added to the citric acid so that the acid will be in excess; if this 
rule be followed there will be no difficulty in making this prepa- 
ration. In similar cases to the one mentioned, the application of 
heat will often complete the reaction necessary to cause the com- 
bination of the amount of citric acid ordered with the magnesia 
to produce an acid citrate of magnesia. Our friend was sur- 
prised to find that his Dispensatory contained this information, 
so we recommend to others that before they give up a thing as 
incomprehensible they look up some standard work on phar- 
macy or chemistry. 

Lavona de Composée.—D. C., New York, and other cor- 
respondents have asked for information about this recently ad- 
vertised article, demands for which have arisen from customers 
who have read the “Health and Beauty Hints” published by 
many newspapers. While we cannot give our correspondents the 
exact composition of this proprietary article, we can furnish them 
with the report of an analysis made of it by a German chemist, 
which was submitted at a recent meeting of the New York 
branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association. According 
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to this analysis, “lavona de composée” consists of about 27 per- 
cent. of alcohol, 8 percent. of glycerin and 64 percent. of water, 
with 0.3 percent. salicylic acid, coloring matter and aromatics. 
If this analysis be correct, there can be no wonderful virtues in 
the article. 

Elixir Juniper cum Kal. Acetic.—A. S., New York, has a 
prescription calling for this preparation given him by a customer 
just returned from a trip abroad and asks what it is. The prep- 
aration desired is probably the elixir potassii acetatis et juniperi 
of the National Formulary, and in the absence of opportunity to 
consult the prescribing physician this preparation might be prop- 
erly dispensed. The difference in names is due to the use by the 
prescriber of the German term for potassium—kalium—the origi- 
nal Latin alchemic designation. 

Incompatibility of Elixir of Iron, Quinine and Strychnine 
and Essence of Pepsin.—Th. L. asks for the reason for the 
incompatibility of essence of pepsin with elixir of iron, quinine, 
and strychnine phosphate, saying that on compounding a pre- 
scription calling for equal quantities of these preparations there 
was at first a turbidity and then a precipitation. The precipita- 
tion is probably due to the hydrochloric acid in the essence of 
pepsin disturbing the delicate balance of the iron, quinine, and 
strychnine phosphates in the official elixir and precipitating some 
of the active ingredients. U. S. P. elixir of iron, quinine, and 
strychnine phosphate has been the cause of much trouble, both 
in its manufacture and in its keeping, and the balance of solu- 
bilities is very delicate and may be disturbed very easily by 
excess of acid or alkali in added preparations. We would sug- 
gest the use of the elixir of iron, quinine, and strychnine of the 
National Formulary, which is a more stable preparation and 
miscible without change with articles such as essence of pepsin. 
This will afford a clear mixture, which wi!l probably possess 
all the therapeutic effects of the original prescription. Before 
making the change the prescribing physician should .be con- 
sulted, and no doubt when the difficulty is pointed out he will 
consent te this change in the original prescription, especially if 
shown the difference between the two mixtures and told of the 
reason therefor, 

Orange Wood Sticks._-M. R., Chicago, asks for informa- 
tion regarding the orange wood sticks used in manicuring, say- 
ing that customers have frequently asked him as to their origin. 
The orange wood sticks used by manicures are actually made 
from wood obtained from the tree that bears oranges. Small 
branches are usually taken, and after the bark is removed these 
are cut up into strips and shaped. Orange wood is used be- 
cause it has a very close, tough grain and does not easily 
splinter and has at the same time a soft texture. Cheaper sub- 
stitutes for genuine orange wood have been offered, made from 
a close-grained wood colored with a yellow dye to imitate the 
color of the genuine. While possibly there are other woods that 
would answer the purpose equally as well, orange wood has 
been found by long experience to be the best yet offered for 
manicuring purposes and it is best not to offer for sale cheaper 
substitutes. 


P. r. n.—M. G., a student, wishes to know the meaning 
of these letters when written on a prescription after the direc- 
tions as to the dose of the medicine to be taken. P. r. n. is the 
common abbreviation for the words “pro re nata,” a medical 
Latin expression meaning “as the occasion requires,” in other 
words, a dose of the medicine is directed to be taken by the pa- 
tient as needed, to counteract any acute symptom or to relieve 
pain, etc. Medical Latin must not be confused with classical 
Latin, and ability to read Virgil, Horace and Ovid does not give 
the same facility in deciphering the words that stand for Latin 
on prescriptions. Fortunately for American students of phar- 
macy, Latin, so called, is not used to anything like the extent 
here that it is in Europe, England especially. The English ab- 
breviations of the average physician are bad enough without his 
resorting to medical Latin to further confuse the pharmacist. 
We believe that the reason why the directions on prescriptions 





were written in Latin was that the patient might not learn how 
the medicine was to be used until prepared by the pharmacist, or, 
to quote a scoffer, to impress the patient with the combined 
knowledge of the two professional men, physician and pharma- 
cist. Abbreviations similar to the one mentioned are sanctioned 
by long use and familiarity, but the use of obscure terms and ab- 
breviations is generally due to affectation and to the desire to 
pose as the possessor of great knowledge. Any physician who 
knows what he wants can always write out the directions in 
plain language. If he writes obscurely it is either due to care- 
lessness or to a desire to cover up uncertainty in his own mind. 

Manufacture of Tablets.—G. T., New York City, asks for 
information as to books published on the manufacture of pills 
and tablets. In regard to the manufacture of tablets, one of the 
most highly recommended books on this subject is Tablet Manu- 
facture, by Joseph R. Woods, published by the J. B. Lippincott 
Company, of Philadelphia. The manufacture of pills is treated 
of in such standard works on pharmacy as those of Remington, 
Caspari and others. The manufacture of pills on a large scale 
requires both machinery and technical experience, and there are 
a number of details of manipulation, excipient, coating, tem- 
perature, etc., that are held as valuable secrets by large pharma- 
ceutical houses. For the retail druggist, the books here men- 
tioned seem to supply the information desired most satisfactorily. 

Elixir Antiasthmaticus, Hare.—B. D. wishes to know the 
composition of this preparation, having had a call for it from a 
physician. This name is the title given to a favorite remedy of 
the late Professor Hare, of Philadelphia, for asthma, often pre- 
scribed simply by this title in Philadelphia. From the files of a 
druggist now owning one of the oldest downtown drug stores in 
Philadelphia the following prescription is copied:

Sale of Second-hand Shop Bottles.-—Mrs. E. G. E. writes 
asking for the address of firms who purchase second-hand shelf 
bottles, show bottles, etc. We have referred this inquiry to a 
business representative, and he informs us that such wholesale 
firms as Whitall, Tatum & Co. and John M. Maris’ Sons, Phila- 
delphia; the United States Glass Company, of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and other firms sometimes have calls for second-hand glassware 
and would perhaps furnish you with a list of persons who have 
written to them. Perhaps some of the dealers in drug store 
fixtures, such as the C. H. Bangs Company, Boston, Mass., or 
Albert M. Barnes, Philadelphia, Pa., might make you an offer. 
It must be understood that in the sale of used drug store fix- 
tures the seller is in the same position as the seller of used 
furniture; only a fraction of the original cost can be obtained. 
We would suggest correspondence with the many firms adver- 
tising in the AMERICAN Drucocist, some one of which would 
doubtless make you a reasonable offer. Perhaps a still better 
method of disposing of your shelf bottles, etc., would be to 
insert an advertisement in the advertising columns of the 
AMERICAN Druoacist, as there are always druggists anxious to 
buy just such things as you have to sell and who would be glad 
to make you an offer. 





Thymol for Preserving Furs and Woollen Garments.— 
There are objections to many of the substances recommended 
for preserving wools and furs from the attacks of insects, either 
from the point of view of inefficacy or disagreeableness. G. 
Guérin (Bull. Commerc., June, 1911, 289, through Pharm, Jour.) 
suggests the use of thymol in powder form for sprinkling over 
the garments, and then wrapping them in paper or enclosing 
them in air tight containers. 
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-MAKING! PEOPLE WANT THE GOODS

F people want the goods you have to sell, they will be pretty 

apt to find some way of buying them. The secret of the 
successful selling of expensive luxuries like automobiles is that 
people want them. It is not that they really need them or that 
they can afford them. They want them, and what a man—or 
more important, a woman—wants, that person is pretty likely to 
get eventually by hook or crook. 

Of course, there are a great many things sold in a drug store 
that cannot be sold on the basis of making people really want 
them. Nobody is going to want a bottle of castor oil or a package 
of absorbent gauze just for the pleasure of possessing it or of 
using it. 

Still, the druggist sells many things that people can be made 
to want because they are productive of pleasure or enjoyment 
or satisfaction, and he can show the public wherein there is 
enjoyment or satisfaction to be had in the possession of many 
other things that at first sight seem to be undesirable necessities. 

A good many druggists use in their advertising space pictures 
and descriptive text that look well and read well and they give 
prices that are bargains, and yet the advertisements do not seem 
to create any desire to possess‘the goods. Such advertising is 
valuable. It creates business, no doubt, and yet it falls short of 
getting the most out of the space that might be obtained because 
it appeals entirely to the commercial sense of the reader. 

We know how we feel when we read an advertisement of a 
shoe. If it tells the number of layers of leather in the sole, and 
the way the leather is tanned, and what kind of a factory it is 
made in, we think, “By George, that must be a well made shoe!” 
and then we turn over the leaf and settle down to a careful 
reading of the next shoe advertisement that tells how well the 
shoes look on the feet of the wearer, and how comfortable they 
feel, and how they cause corns to disappear like magic, and 
while this latter “ad” does not say a word about what the shoes 
are made of, we send an order for a pair of them right away. 

Of course, a woman is more sensitive to this kind of adver- 
tising than a man. The utilitarian aspect or the commercial fea- 
ture in anything like clothes does not appeal to a woman as the 
“looks” do. It is the same in the matter of goods sold in the 
drug store. A woman will not buy a complexion powder or a 
talcum powder because it is guaranteed free from injurious 
ingredients nearly as quickly as she will buy it because it is the 
kind that will add most to her attractiveness. 

It is the same way with a tooth powder. The dentifrice that 
will do the most to make the teeth look well is the one we all 
want to use, rather than the one that is free from grit and acids. 

There is always more to be gained by advertising the attrac- 
tive properties an article possesses than in advertising the unat- 
tractive ones it does not possess. 

To read advertising of ice cream soda and note that it does 
not contain any substitutes for milk, that it is made under sani- 
tary conditions, that the ice is sanitary ice, and that the fruit 
juices contain no benzoate of soda, does not make our mouths 
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water any. To read that the ice cream is rich in Jersey cream, 
and flavored with the most exquisite natural vanilla, while the 
fruits used are perfect, ripe, selected and delicious, makes us 
want to start for the drug store at once. 

Of course, it is profitable to emphasize the sanitary conditions 
of the fountain surroundings sometimes. It is desirable to call 
attention to purity, to cleanliness, to compliance with this or 
that law, but there should not be too much of this, and by no 
means should a store stick to this sort of advertising exclusively. 

It is a little more difficult to make people want medicine and 
surgical supplies than it is to make them want good ice cream. 
This kind of goods needs a different sort of publicity. 

A careful analysis must be made of the reasons why people 
buy certain goods, and these reasons should be the basis of the 
advertising of the lines considered. This means that more 
thought should be given to the foundation of the advertisement 
and less to its superficialities. 

For instance, suppose we want to get up an attractive news- 
paper advertisement of peroxide of hydrogen. People will not 
buy peroxide because they like the taste of it or because it is 
pretty to look at. They buy it for the safety it guarantees them, 
for the peace of mind that goes with that safety, for the physical 
comfort that is resultant. 

For the purpose of satisfying these wishes in connection with 
peroxide we may advertise it as being of the greatest possible 
strength. That makes people think that it is effective, and it 
does not matter whether from a technical point of view 
“strength” is a proper quality to endow peroxide with or not. 
If strength seems to the lay public to be desirable, if the peroxide 
in stock will stand the recommendation, advertise it as ‘“‘full 
strength” and people will feel safe ir using it. 

Then we might call their attention to the keeping properties 
of the peroxide, if it possesses them. Let us give the reader the 
satisfaction of knowing’ thdt this particular peroxide that we 
supply may be depended upon to accomplish its purpose, whether 
bought today or a month ago. This makes the public feel safe 
in buying the article in larger quantities and it takes away the 
uncertainty that follows the use of an uncertain peroxide in an 
emergency. z 

In addition to these points, space may well be given to 
describing the actual physical comfort that will attend the use 
of a good peroxide, the dangers that may be avoided by its use, 
and the emergencies in which it will prove of value in prevent- 
ing untoward consequences. 

This is apparent even in the little matter of the peroxide. 
Some people buy it solely for dental uses, while others do not 
know of its value in caring for the teeth, and they buy it only to 
have in the house in case of an emergency. The probable uses 
to which most of one’s prospective customers put the article 
should influence one’s advertising of it in two ways. It should 
indicate the uses for which the peroxide should be described as 
particularly efficient, and it should indicate the necessity for 
showing in the advertising the countless other uses of the 
product, in order that the use of it may be increased among 
those who already buy, and its sale increased by adding to the 
buyers people who did not know before that they had a use for 
the article.

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display, which will impress the laity and also the medical pro- 
fession, and which will thus help to increase the prescription 
business. Such a display would include different sizes of mor- 
tar and pestles of iron, porcelain and glass, graduates of dif- 
ferént sizes holding from minims to a quart, a prescription bal- 
aiice, pill machine, porcelain tile, tablet and tablet triturate ma- 
chines, suppository machine and moulds, infusion jar, spatulas, 
an assortment of pill and powder boxes, different sizes of oint- 
ment and other jars and a row of prescription bottles holding 
from one drachm up to a pint or a quart. 

Prescription books and files, especially if one has an old es- 
tablished pharmacy, always make an interesting window dis- 
play. At the same time a sign might state the number of pre- 
scriptions compounded during a month or year or during the 
entire existence of the store, ' 

While on the subject of books I will also mention a literary 
display I once made, including some of the pharmaceutical 
journals which I read, some of the books on pharmacy, chem- 
istry, botany, materia medica, etc., in my library, and a group oi 
some of the pharmacopceias and formularies 1 am acquainted 
with, etc. Such displays, especially if they include some for- 
eign journals and books, will undoubtedly raise the pharmacist 
in the opinion of the public above the level of the ordinary 
druggist. 

Along the same line it is well to occasionally make a win- 
dow display of one’s college diplomas, licenses and certificates 
of membership in different pharmaceutical associations. An 
unusual display of that sort will interest the public and will 
benefit business without any doubt. 

Living plants in the show window can be made to furnish 
one of the most interesting displays. It is not necessary to be 
an expect botanist to go out in the fields, or even in the city 
limits, to gather a great many medicinal plants. I have done so 
on numerous occasions, and once made a very attractive dis- 
play of digitalis in bloom, with a card setting forth the histori- 
cal facts from the time of its introduction into medicine by the 
English physician Withering, up to the discovery of its gluco- 
sides and the application of biological standardization. <A 
blooming larkspur plant, delphinium consolida, with its blue 
dolphin shaped flowers, whencé its name was derived, proved 
quite an attraction, and greatly helped the sale of tincture of 
larkspur. Conium, the poison, or spotted hemlock, with a bit 
of its history as being used by the old Greeks in the execution 
of their criminals, and as being the plant from which the drink 
was prepared to poison Socrates, has provided an interesting 
window display. <A jar of this poisonous conium seed, next to 
a jar of harmless anise seed, together with a proper explanation 
of the danger of confusion, will have a beneficial effect tending 
to induce the laity to patronize the educated pharmacist, in 
whom they have confidence. 

Drug displays—Above all, a druggist or pharmacist should 
occasionally make a display of drugs, including drugs in their 
crude state, in his show windows. Flowers, herbs, barks, roots, 
seeds, etc., displayed in boxes and jars, and, of course, properly 
labeled make an interesting as well as an educational window 
displav. If a bit of history, neatly written or printed, with 
further explanation, accompanies this display, it will arouse 
still more attention. 

I might also call attention to the fact that at least one phar- 
maceutical manufacturing house in connection with its assayed 
preparations has placed in the hands of the pharmacist a set of 
drugs in glass stoppered bottles with neat celluloid labels, giv- 
ing synonyms, definition, habitat, history, etc. These can be 
used for display quite effectively. 

Besides window displays of vanilla beans in jars, of rhubarb 
in the root and in fingers, cubes and powder, of boxes of 
chamomile flowers, of tins of insect powder, of bars and cakes 
of castile soap, and stocks of extract of licorice, during the 
Hudson-Fulton celebration in New York City (September 23 
to October 3, 1909) I made a cinchona window display, which 
was also exhibited at the October pharmaceutical meeting of 


the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy. This pharmaceutical 
window display is described in the American Journal of Phar- 
macy for November, 1909, pp. 534-536, and an abstract of the 
description was printed in the Mitteilungen zur Geschichte der 
Medizin und der Naturwissenschaften, Bd. IX, Heft. 3, p. 325, 
published by Leopold Vose, Hamburg. 

Historical knowledge as to the origin of drugs, the etymol- 
ogy of their names and their history, is of great benefit in the 
practice of pharmacy and is particularly useful in devising 
pharimaceutical window displays. A simple display of sulphur, 
Rochelle salt and cream of tartar lozenges can be made highly 
interesting and educational by showing at the same time jars 
of these chemicals, together with placards giving their history. 
pecuniary standpoint these displays should be 
In this age of commercialism even the pharma- 
ceutical window displays have to preduce hard cash. That they 
can be made a source of profit I have fully demonstrated. The 
display just mentioned of sulphur, Rochelle salt and cream of 
tartar lozenges greatly interested the laity, who willingly and 
rapidly bought these at ten cents a box, while my nearest com- 
petitor offered sulphur and cream of tartar lozenges at five cents 
a box. 

Through the display of chemical glassware the students of a 
nearby high school were induced to buy their flasks, glass and 
rubber tubing, and also chemicals, at my store, and also re- 
membered me when their families were in need of any drugs, 
prescriptions, etc. 

The display of the flowering larkspur plant, together with 
jars of the whole and ground seed and the finished tincture, 
has greatly helped the sale of the drug as well as of its prepara- 
tion. A neat show card in the window announcing that you 
keep a complete line of chemicals and apparatus will bring to 
your store students, physicians and amateur and professional 
photographers for their supplies and other goods.

Mirrors in Show Window Dressing 


Every person who has stopped to admire the effective witi- 
dow displays of the large city department stores must notice the 
effectiveness of the mirrors used as a background to reflect the 
goods shown. The skillful use of mirrors to reflect different 
sides of a dress or piece of furniture often enhances the drawing 
power of the display many fold, and the same simple and effective 
aid to attractive window displays may be used in the drug store. 
It is not necessary to go to the expense of buying the costly 
plate glass mirrors used by the large stores; good plain glass 
mirrors of reasonable size can be bought cheaply and for a small 
sum a carpenter will set them in frames to fit the back or sides 
of the window. The value of mirrors as a frame for window dis- 
plays rests not alone on the added brightness they give to a window 
from reflected lights, but also includes the illusory effect pro- 
duced. A few articles properly arranged before the mirrors will 
give by reflection the effect of a quantity many times as great, 
and it is astonishing what an effect of mass and variety can be 
produced from a few well distributed groups of bottles and prop- 
erly inclined mirrors. One of the most effective ways of em- 
ploying mirrors in window dressing is to use a large mirror as the 
flooring of the display, placing the articles to be displayed di- 
rectly upon the glass face of the mirror or upon suitable stands 
or fixtures. The effect of this way of using mirrors in window 
dressing is an apparent doubling of the stock in the window and 
the size of the window itself, and by clever arrangement of 
goods astonishing effects can be produced. This method, while 
not entirely new, is seldom used, and .the novelty of the double 
appearance of goods seen by reflection and the apparent depth 
of the window itself always attracts attention and causes a pause. 
A misanthrope has suggested that the employment of mirrors in 
department store windows is so that women folks can compare 
their old dresses with the ones exposed there for sale. Result, a 
new dress. 
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BIG PROFITS ASSURED 
FROM HOT “SODA” 





Serving of Heating and Nourishing ‘*‘ Temperance’’ Bev- 
erages Over Fountain Counter Sure to Be More Lu- 
crative This Fall and Winter Than Ever Before— 
Popularity of These Drinks Constantly Growing— 
Best to Prepare for the Demand Immediately— Initial 
Outlay for Urns, Mugs and Supplies Very Small—Cost 
of Maintenance Slight—Lunch Trade a New but Very 
Paying Branch of the Business. 





Knowing the highly lucrative character of the hot soda trade 
from experience in previous years, most of the drug store pro- 
prietors throughout the country, who have enjoyed a prosperous 
spring and summer business in cold soda and ice cream prepara- 
tions, are now preparing to meet the demand for sizzling, warm- 
ing and nourishing beverages which are becoming more popular 
with the people every fall and winter. 

Druggists who have never hitherto deemed it worth while to 
enter the cold soda field are also considering the advisability of 
doing so this fall, as they have been convinced from the suc- 
cess attained by their neighbors that the serving of the heating 
drinks which cheer without intoxicating is sure to be followed 
by a winter harvest of handsome profits. About the only drug- 
gists who have not already decided to obtain their share of this 
golden harvest from hot soda are those who heretofore have not 
entered the cold soda business by installing fountains in their 
stores. Even these druggists are likewise considering the desir- 
ability of participating in this paying branch of the soda trade 
by purchasing one of the many comparatively cheap equipments, 
such as a hot water urn and supplies, and by serving the delicious, 
steaming hot products over ordinary merchandise counters. 

Briefly, the initial outlay necessary for entrance into the hot 
soda field is very small; the cost of maintenance is slight and the 
profits to be obtained by preparing and dispensing the beverages 
are much greater than are to be secured from the serving of cold 
drinks and ice cream specialties. Of primal importance in the 
serving of hot soda over the fountain or ordinary merchandise 
counter is cleanliness and neatness of apparatus, counter and dis- 
penser. Of almost equal importance is the quality of the bever- 
ages and third in importance comes originality in devising drinks. 

Hot Soda Only a Name 

As every one who has ever served either cold or hot soda 
knows, there is really no such thing as hot soda. The delicious, 
heating and nourishing beverages which are commonly called hot 
soda preparations are actually made, not from carbonated water, 
but merely from boiling hot water and various syrups, juices, 
flavorings and seasonings. They are not, therefore, hot sodas, 
but hot non-alcoholic beverages. Apparatus for producing boil- 
ing hot water and hot beverages is naturally the first thing needed 
in preparing for the hot temperance drink trade. 

While the hot water urn will suffice for the preparation of 
almost all hot beverages by furnishing the means of diluting 
syrups and other concentrates with hot water, it has been fond 
much more desirable in many instances, notably that of hot 
coffee and chocolate, to have urns especially designed and adapted 
for the production and dispensing of the finished beverages them- 
selves. The regulation coffee urn, such as is now used chiefly 
in restaurants and for which the heat is furnished by electricity, 
gas or gasoline burners, will be found of great value to the dis- 
penser of beverages and the cost thereof is low enough to war- 
rant its purchase. Of even greater value to the hot soda dis- 
penser, however, is the two-compartment urn, which looks like 
a plain coffee urn but which has two faucets, instead of one as 
in the plain coffee urn. One of these faucets is for coffee and 
the other for hot water. Chocolate urns, of similar design, but 
with agitators to stir the chocolate, may also be obtained at com- 
paratively low figures. These chocolate urns are supplied with 
patent four-blade paddles for mixing the chocolate and have 





clean-out faucets and water gauges. if desired. The combination 
or two-compartinent coffee and chocolate urns are made of heavy 
copper, nickel plated or silver plated, and are supplied with pure 
vitrified porcelain cylinders so that neither the prepared bever- 
ages nor the hot water come in contact with anything except the 
porcelain. These urns are made with various capacities, those 
most frequently used holding three, five, seven and ten gallons. 
The most desirable all-around, general service hot soda urn is 
one which may be used either for the production of coffee or 
chocolate as well as hot water. Those with a five-gallon choco- 
late or coffee tank and a four and a half gallon water bath, 
about 18 inches in diameter and 40 inches high, are deemed 
among the most serviceable and useful by a large majority of hot 
soda dispensers. 


Two, Three and Four Compartment Urns 


The two-compartment urns may be employed by most dispen- 
sers to greatest advantage, however, by using them to produce 
merely hot milk and hot water, as both of these products of the 
urn are needed in the preparation of numerous hot beverages, 
such as chocolate, coffee and bouillons. To meet the demand of 
the small dispenser who does not deem it worth while to have 
two of the two-compartment urns, one for coffee or milk and 
water and the other for chocolate and water, there has recently 
been placed upon the market a three-compartment urn in which 
hot milk may be produced in one cylinder, finished coffee in a 
second cylinder and hot water in the third. There are also 
four-compartment urns which furnish three finished beverages 
as well as hot water, but as these urns are very expensive and 
are almost too massive for the ordinary fountain counters, they 
are not considered practical for the average dispenser of hot 
beverages. 


Adequate Equipment at Low Cost 


While the above described two and three compartment urns 
are of great help in catering to a gigantic hot beverage trade, 
they are not necessary for the average dispenser of hot soda who 
can obtain a sufficiently good but plain hot water urn for $5, $10 or 
$15. Very attractive hot soda eight ounce mugs or cups may like- 
wise be purchased at $2 to $3 a dozen. No drug store proprietor 
need be restrained from entering the hot soda field, therefore, by 
fear of being compelled to make a heavy outlay. Furthermore, the 
hot water urn seldom, if ever, gets out of order and the mugs or 
cups are not easily broken, as are the cold soda glasses, so that 
the cost of repairs, replacement and maintenance is only a small 
fraction of that for cold soda apparatus. Even without a cold 
soda fountain in his store the enterprising druggist may do a 
large and lucrative business in hot soda by using any of the 
counters in his store, preferably one near the main entrance, for 
installing an, inexpensive hot water urn, mugs and supplies and bv 
serving his customers over such a counter. 


Attractiveness Is Principal Factor 
Of great importance to all embarking upon the hot soda busi- 
ness is attractiveness of service. Great care should be taken 
to make as pretty a display of the apparatus and mugs as possi- 
ble and scrupulous pains should be taken to produce better coffee, 
chocolate and bouillon than are made by patrons in their own 
homes. 


How Well Hot Soda Pays 


Now as to proof of the lucrative character of the hot bever- 
age business, even when the initial outlay kas been very small, 
let it be known that the percentage of profit on hot drinks of all 
kinds is much larger than that on cold beverages for the simple 
reason that about the only expense involved in the production of 
hot drinks after the purchase of the urns and cups is the cost of 
the electricity, gas, gasoline or whatever fuel is employed for 
heating purposes, and of a few comparatively inexpensive supplies 
such as beef extract, clam and tomato extracts, coffee and choco- 
late powders. The difference between cost of these supplies and 
prices obtained for hot drinks is generally very large, especially 
when Io and 15 cents per cup are asked.

11, at 8.45. After the invocation by the Rev. John E. Vassar, the 
association was welcomed to Niagara Falls by the mayor, Philip 
J. Teller. This welcome was responded to in an eloquent man- 
ner by H. C. Shuptrine, of Savannah. 

Charles E. Zawadski, president of the Niagara Falls Retail 
Druggists’ Association, introduced O. W. Cutler, a former mayor 
and retired druggist, of Niagara Falls, who welcomed the vis- 
itors in behalf of the local druggists. This welcome was re- 
sponded to by Henry W. Merritt, of Plains, Pa., who spoke of 
the historical associations connected with the place of meeting. 

J. H. Beal, Scio, Ohio, addressed the members on behalf of 
the delegation from the American Pharmaceutical Association. 
He said that the suggestion had been made that the two organi- 
zations be amalgamated into one. At one time he himself had 
been inclined to favor such a step, but he was now convinced 
that the two associations had separate and important fields for 


two organizations, at which matters of general interest could be 
discussed and plans formulated for joint action. Such a confer- 
ence, however, should have only advisory functions. 

Mrs. W. E. Lee, of Philadelphia, spoke as a delegate from 
the Women’s Organization of the N. A. R. D. After congratu- 
lating the members upon the excellent showing that had been 
made by the N. A. R. D. during the past year, she requested that 
every member should call the attention of the women of his fam- 
ily to the work being done by the W. O. N. A. R. D. toward 
bringing about a partial closing on Sunday and a shorter work- 
ing day. This agitation should have the support of every woman, 
so that the druggists might be able to devote some time to the 
home and the family. 

President Guilford announced that the following members 
would constitute the committee on credentials, and that all cre- 
dentials should be submitted as promptly as possible: T. S. Arm- 
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strong, of New Jersey, chairman; J. F. Finneran, Massachusetts ; 
C. A. Storer, Chicago; H. C. Frech, Georgia; E. C. Chilsen, New 
York. The president also announced that Walter Rothwell, of 
Pennsylvania, and Grant W. Stevens, of Michigan, had been ap- 
pointed assistant secretaries, after which the first session was 


adjourned. 


SECOND SESSION 
Tuesday Morning: 
HE first business taken up on Tuesday morning was the 
presentation of the president’s address. This was read by 
President Guilford, who first called to the chair Vice-President 
C. P. Gladding. An abstract of the president’s address follows: 


The President’s Address 
The address of President H. B. Guilford, of Rochester, was 
notable for its clear and business-like presentation of the prob- 
lems facing the association and its practical suggestions for their 
solution, the question of legislation as affecting retail druggsts 
receiving special attention. Improved commercial conditions 
throughout the retail drug trade were noted as being a direct 
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drugs was cited as an example of one of such bills that had 
apparently been unnoticed by druggists but which would affect 
every one of them. This bill would make every handler of the 
drugs specified in it not only subject to an internal revenue tax, 
every package sold being required to have affixed a revenue 
stamp, but would also require him to keep a record of every sale 
of an article that contained, even in minute proportion, any of 
the drugs specified in the act and in addition he must give a 
bond to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue for the proper 
conduct of his business. The burden that such a regulation would 
impose upon the retail druggists would be enormous and intoler- 
able, therefore all members were urged to use their best efforts 
to defeat this and other ill-considered legislation. It was surpris- 
ing, said the president, how little attention druggists paid to 
proposed legislation that vitally affected their business, and mem- 
bers were asked not only to assist in defeating oppressive legis- 
lation but to keep a careful watch on local, State and national 
affairs so that unfair laws could be corrected and good laws 
supported, 

Attention was called to another important bill affecting re-

result of the efforts of the association to secure price protection 
on proprietary articles, and the N. A. R. D. policy along this 
line was warmly endorsed and the loyal aid of all members in its 
furtherance was urged. The valuable results secured by the U. 
S. P. and N. F. propaganda work were pointed out and mem- 
bers were urged to give hearty support to the Propaganda Com- 
mittee, who in the past year had accomplished substantial results 
both in establishing more friendly relations between druggists and 
physicians and increasing the demand by prescription for official 
galenical preparations. ‘The cordial relations existing between this 
association, the American Medical Association and the American 
Pharmaceutical Asociation were cited as an example of what 
could be secured by cooperation, and the mutual benefits assured 
by loyal support of the principles for which these associations 
stand, were asserted to be no longer a theory but a fact. 

The subject of legislation, past, present and future, the most 
important topic to be considered by the convention, was care- 
fully and fully dealt with. The president called attention to 
several bills now pending in Congress which would vitally affect 
retail druggists and noted with surprise that the retail drug trade 
as a whole had shown but little interest in them. The Foster- 
Cullom bill for regulating the interstate trade in habit-forming

tail druggists that has received slight attention from them, the 
bill introduced in the recent special session of Congress by Rep- 
resentative Sherley providing for the imposition of a stamp tax 
on proprietary articles. The excuse offered for the revival of 
this unpopular measure is that it would produce revenue and 
afford a check on the manufacture of medicines, but its value is 
questioned. This bill is not to be confused with another bill 
introduced by Representative Sherley intended to correct certain 
defects in the original pure food and drugs act of June, 1906, 
the enactment of which is endorsed by the association. This 
latter bill aims to correct the law in regard to the labelling of 
proprietary remedies, the Supreme Court having decided that a 
manufacturer could, under this law, proclaim his article as a 
“cure” for disease. The president cautioned the association not 
to be too hasty in endorsing laws that apparently seemed to 
correct evils, for often the correction proposed was worse than 
the evil itself. While emphatically standing for the best laws 
affecting the sale and dispensing of drugs, the president declared 
that the association could not be too careful in taking a stand 
either in favor of or in opposifion to proposed legislation, and 
in this respect the legal department of the association could be 
of great value,

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In concluding his address the president congratulated the 
members on the success of the association in putting the retail 
drug business on a higher moral and professionai plane and 
urged that every member take a strong stand against everything 
dishonorable in business and lend his aid to put down the sale of 
intoxicating liquors and habit-forming drugs. All should be 
optimists, for the dissensions that once threatened to wreck the 
association have been healed and the outlook for future united 
action and prosperity is very encouraging. 

The address was referred to the committee on resolutions. 

Thomas Stoddard, of Buffalo, extended a greeting to the 
members on behalf of the pharmacists of New York State. 

Charles F. Mann, of Michigan, as chairman, presented the 
report of the executive committee, taking occasion to direct at- 
tention to the fact that Dr. William Muir, of Brooklyn, one of 
the founders of the organization, and who had attended every 
meeting save the present one since it was formed, and Joseph 
W. Errant, of Chicago, the counsel of the organization, had 
both been prevented from attending the Niagara Falls meeting 
by serious illness. 

Report of the Executive Committee 

The report of the Executive Committee, which was read 
by the chairman, C. I. Mann, of Detroit, showed that the past 
year had been more free from complex situations than any other 
since the organization of the association, this was pro- 
nounced a cheering proof that the policies, aims and methods of 
the association had become so well established and of such ben- 
efit to members that the divisions and criticisms of the past were 
done with. Many important topics were considered in this re-

port and -recommendations of far reaching importance were 
made. 

Perhaps the question of greatest interest to the association, 
reported the committee, was that of price protection, following 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the Miles Medical Com- 
pany case. The committee did not consider this decision such 
a blow to the policy of price protection as it was at first thought 
to be by many members; in fact it thought that the decision 
clarified matters and pointed out the way by which real price 
protection may be obtained. The Freeman contract, it was de- 
clared, had stood the test of law in every case, and it was likely 
that proprietors would in the future adopt contracts on similar 
lines. Price protection was declared to be a fundamental prin- 
ciple of the association as its aim was to secure a living profit 
on sales for its members and to protect them against unscru- 
pulous price cutting. To secure this, closer cooperation is nec- 
essary between all branches of the trade, and such cooperation 
can be had without violating the injunction laid down by the 
courts in a recent decision. 

The work of the secretary's office was again commended and 
great stress was laid upon the importance of the departments on 
publicity and organization. The work done by the organization 
department for the past year was highly commended and the 
importance of keeping this department up to the highest point 
of efficiency was urged. 

The committee reported that it had carefully considered the 
recommendation of the Pittsburgh convention that the work of 
the legal department be extended to wider fields and that it con- 
sidered that the extension of such work along conservative lines 
would be of great benefit to the association. The chief question 
for consideration is that of expense, and while the value of the 
legal services of the general attorney of the association is great, 
there is danger that too frequent and too rapid extension of this 
feature will impose a heavy financial burden upon the associa- 
tion. The committee recommended that the expenses of time 
and travel be borne by State or local associations in part and 
that some such agreement be made. The plans proposed for 
a greater legal department that will stand ready to render aid

The growth and development of the association has largely 
made possible the success of the many cooperative associations 
of druggists for buying goods, and it has been the policy of the 
executive committee to encourage legitimate enterprise and to 
take a neutral stand in controversies that occasionally arise. 
While the committee believes that such associations are helpful, 
it recommends that the N. A. R. D. avoid any entanglement 
with them because of its broad scope of policy, and that close

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The report of the treasurer was referred to the audit com- 
mittee. 

Frank C. Ullrich presented a report as general organizer 
showing the character of the work done in his depart- 
ment. This work embraces the organization of new and the re- 
organization of old local associations, the furtherance of the 
U. S. P. and N. F. propaganda work, either directly or through 
the agency of local organizations, aid in furthering state legis- 
lation, the collection of accounts for the members, over $50,000 
having been collected for the members during the past two 
years, the cojlection of dues and of subscriptions to N. A. R. D. 
Notes. The report was referred to the committee on resolu- 
tions. 

The report of the department of publicity, which was pre- 
sented by C. M. Carr as director, pointed out the large profits 
which had been made through N. A. R. D. Notes, amounting to 
over $18,500 in the past year, without taking into consideration 
the expenses of the five organizers whose services are given in 
the subscription department of the publication. 

Joseph F. Forbrich, as chairman, presented the report of the 
advertising committee, stating that the work of that committee 
had been materially decreased during the year since the genera! 
rules laid down by it had been applied without any trouble by 
the publicity department. The report was referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. 

In the absence of Joseph W. Errant, the counsel of the asso- 
ciation, the report of the legal department was read by John C. 
Wallace, of Pennsylvania. In this the work of the past year 
was reviewed and the information given that the new compendi- 
um of food and drug laws down to September 1, 1911, had been 
completed and was ready for distribution. The report took the 
usual course, being referred to the committee on resolutions. 

Several additional resolutions were read by title and referred 
to the committee on resolutions, after which the third session 
was adjourned. 


FOURTH SESSION 


Wednesday Morning: 
OTWITHSTANDING the appeals of the president for the 
members to assemble promptly, it was 10 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning before the fourth session was called to order by 
Mr. Guilford. 

In the absence of the chairman, William Ruess, of Cleveland, 
the report of the committee on fraternal relations was read by 
Herman Koester, of Texas. The report was devoted mainly to 
a discussion of the Sunday closing movement and set forth the 
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action which had been taken favoring such a movement by the 
various pharmaceutical organizations in the United States. The 
report was referred to the committee on resolutions. 

A partial report of the committee on credentials was pre- 
sented by Chairman Armstrong, showing that 212 delegates had 
so far been recognized. 

Julius G. Bone, of Pennsylvania, presented resolutions on 
Sunday rest and made some comment on that phase of the re- 
port of the committee on fraternal relations. 

Wilhelm Bodemann, of Illinois, presented his report as chair- 
man of the committee on telephones, an abstract of which is 
presented below. 

Report of the Telephone Committee 

One of the most interesting questions before the convention 
was how to increase the revenue to the retail druggist from tele- 
phones in his store and a discussion of the policy to be adopted 
with the various telephone companies as to commissions paid, 
privileges, regulations, etc. This report was presented by the 
chairman oi the telephone committee, Wilhelm Bodemann, of 
Chicago, and both from its breezy style and the practical sug- 
gestions made it received close attention from the members 
present. Various instances were cited in the report of gross 
injustices in several cities that had been overcome by united 
efforts of the druggists through the local branches of the asso- 
ciation, and the fact that the retail druggist alone is practically 
helpless against a telephone monopoly was shown by instances 
reported. What can be done by united influence was made plain 
by reports from several cities wherein the local druggists had 
secured substantial increases in commissions through the aid of 
the local association. 

Two recommendations of importance were made; one that 
druggists unite in demanding the installation of pay telephones 
in their stores, the second that a telephone organizer be em- 
ployed by the association to visit local associations to assist and 
advise them in the securing of better conditions in their tele- 
phone business. The committee urged upon all local branches 
of the association that they should unite and insist upon the 
iastallation of pay ’phones, as by this they could convert a 
nuisance into a paying proposition. In recommending the em- 
ployment of a national telephone organizer, the committee said 
that such a man need not be an expert in telephones, but that he 
must be a capable business man and able to organize local drug- 
gists into a fighting association, as the telephone monopoly would 
never willingly grant concessions and that these must be 
fought for. 
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THE NEW PRESIDENT OF THE N. A. R. D. AND HIS WIFE.

D. J. Reese, a member of the committee on telephones, pre- 
sented a supplementary report setting forth the conditions ex- 
isting in Philadelphia, where he is chairman of the local com- 
mittee on telephones. In this report Mr. Reese pointed out that 
408 of the pay stations received 33% percent. of the tolls, while 
330 received only 25 percent. of the tolls. The addition of a 
very little business would in most cases carry the station from 
the 25 percent. to the 33% percent. class. This business can be 
improved by giving better facilities, such as window booths or 
additional inside booths. The report showed the wonderful 
increase in the monthly receipts to follow the installation of 
improved equipment. In ten cases, where additional inside 
booths had been installed, the receipts under the old and the new 
installation is given as follows:

Mr. Reese said that the relations between the pharmacies and 
the companies in Philadelphia was most harmonious, and that 
it was a pleasant duty to act as spokesman for the pharmacist 
in such circumstances. He explained that there were two com- 
panies in Philadelphia, one of which did about 85 percent. of 


the business. During the past eighteen months the Bell Com- 
pany had spent over $40,000 in putting in improved installations 
in the drug stores of Philadelphia. Both reports were referred 
to the committee on resolutions. 

In the absence of the chairman, Dr. William Muir, T. B. 
Cartmel, of Wilmington, Del., made a verbal report for the 
committee on Procter memorial, which was referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. The report recommended that an appro- 
priation be made by the association rather than by subscriptions 
from the members of the committee, as had been done heretofore. 

W. D. Freeman, president of the Freeman Perfumery. Com- 
pany, of Cincinnati, was introduced and made a brief address on 
price protection. He pointed out that he was the only proprie- 
tor who had not pleaded guilty in the Indianapolis case. He 
said that he believed that the original Freeman plan was both 
legal and effective, but that in the light of the Indianapolis de- 
cision he had modified it in a way which removed all possible 
doubt of its legality. He gave the ‘credit for devising the new 
plan to F. H. Freericks, of Cincinnati. 

D. N. Robin presented greetings on behalf of the National 
Association of Pharmacologists. He said that his association 
was trying to teach the drug clerks of the country that it was 
much better to be a successful clerk than an unsuccessful pro- 
prietor, and by this teaching prevent the undue multiplication of 
stores. Additional resolutions were offered by Otto Groenland, 
of Ohio, and W. E. Frailey, of Pennsylvania, which were re- 
ferred to the committee on resolutions, after which the fourth 
session was adjourned. 


FIFTH SESSION 

Wednesday Afternoon: 

HE fifth session of the convention was called to order at 3 

o'clock Wednesday afternoon by the president. The roll 

of states was ealled and all resolutions offered were presented, 
read and referred without discussion to the committee on reso- 
lutions. 

Willard S. Richardson, of Washington, presented his report 
as chairman of the committee on national legislation, of which 
we give an abstract below. 


Committee on Legislation 


The Committee on National Legislation, through W. S. 
Richardson, of Washington, presented a strong and able report, 
in which was shown the work that had been done by the com-

mittee during the past year, both in opposing obnoxious bills and 
educational work among national legislato:s. The report stated 
that most members of Congress are not only willing to listen to 
their presentation of the retail druggists’ side of a case, but were 
anxious for information on matters relative to laws for protect- 
ing the public health and for the correction of existing laws 
that were defective. Prompt and vigorous action had been taken 
by the committee to oppose the proposed parcels post laws intro- 
duced at the recent special session of Congress and also the 
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Sherley bill, which would impose a stamp tax on all proprietary 
articles. ‘his last measure was declared an unjust taxation of 
retail druggists and members were warned that personal work 
on their part to prevent its passage by influencing their repre- 
sentatives was necessary, as many members of Congress seemed 
to favor this bill as a means of raising revenue. The committee 
differed with the president in its opinion as to the scope and 
effect of the Foster-Cullom bill to regulate the sale of habit- 
forming drugs. While admitting that such a bill would impose a 
burden upon druggists the committee thought that the increasing 
evil of the use of narcotic drugs made it necessary that drastic 
methods be taken to check it and that druggists should be will- 
ing to make some sacrifice in aiding this work. The committee, 
however, suggested that a bill which would accomplish the re- 
sults desired might be drawn up that would not impose unneces- 
sary and burdensome trouble and taxation upon the retail drug

6. That the Sherman anti-trust law be so amended as to 
allow cooperation between retail merchants for their mutual

7. That bills imposing a stamp tax on proprietary articles 
be vigorously opposed and that such bills be carefully watched 
for in apparently general legislation. ' 

8. That the present pure food and drugs law be so amended 
as to protect the public against nostrums making false claims 
and that the manufacture of medicines be restricted as far as 
possible to competent pharmacists. 

In concluding its report the committee urged upon the mem- 
bers of the association their duty to assist in the passage ot 
local and State laws regulating the sale of narcotic drugs and 
making it more difficult for unscrupulous persons to pose as 
pharmacists, since public opinion all over the country was 
aroused over this subject and druggists should not wait to be 
forced into compliance with unjust laws, but should themselves 


frame and have passed well considered measures affecting their 


trade. The following recommendations regarding legislation

business. Members were urged to keep a closer watch upon 
Igislation, local, State and national, as there were many proposed 
laws before Congress and State legislatures that vitally affected 
retail druggists, and that many onerous restrictions and unjust 
burdens of taxation might be enacted into law unless they were 
watchful -and properly organized to oppose such measures 
promptly and vigorously. 

The report was referred to the committee on resolutions. 

John C. Wallace, of Pennsylvania, gave notice of a proposal 
to amend the constitution and by-laws so as to give each state 
two delegates on the payment of an annual state tax of $25 
without payment of any per capita tax. 

Mr. Richardson, the chairman of the committee on national 
legislation, taking the chair, the report of that committee was 
opened for discussion. The recommendation that an effort be 
made to bring about the substitution of the name of wood naph- 
tha for wood alcohol was discussed by Thomas Stoddard, of New 
York, who pointed out that the New York State Association 
had approved this recommendation. Thomas H. Potts said that 
the change proposed had been adopted by law in Minnesota four 
vears ago. John C. Wallace, of Pennsylvania, objected to the 
proposed change as inflicting a serious handicap on one of 
Pennsylvania’s leading industries. Mr. Wallace said that he 
had heard a great deal in a general way of the bad effects of 
wood alcohol, but had yet to see well authenticated proofs of

cases where it had caused blindness. Wilhelm Bodemann, of 
Illinois, said that, while he would not name the individual, he 
was personally acquainted with a scientist who had lost his 
sight through taking wood alcohol experimentally. W. C. An- 
derson, of New York, pointed out that the association did not 
propose anything further than to give a name to the product 
which would render confusion impossible. Louis Emanuel, of 
Pennsylvania, said that the movement had been approved by the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 

The proposal to approve the Owen bill establishing the United 
States Department of Health was discussed with much anima- 
tion by H. C. Shuptrine, of Georgia; C, P. P. Gladding, of Con- 
necticut; John C. Wallace, of Pennsylvania; F. W. Meissner, of 
Indiana; J. F. Guerin, of Massachusetts; C. L. Hay, of Penn- 
sylvania. i't seemed to be the general opinion that the bill should 
not be approved unless pharmacy was properly recognized in it. 

The Foster-Cullom bill for the regulation of the sale of 
opium by the introduction of a tax on retail druggists was vig- 
orously opposed by Thomas Stoddard and R. K. Smither, of 
Buffalo. J. F. Finneran, of Massachusetts, also opposed the bill 
in its present form, as did A. E. Zuber, of Illinois. 

The proposed amendment to the federal food and drugs act 
so as to prevent misrepresentation regarding therapeutic effects 
was likewise discussed, after which the fifth session was ad- 
journed. 


SIXTH SESSION 


Wednesday Evening: 

The sixth session, which was held on Wednesday evening, 
was devoted to a discussion of the various resolutions which 
had been proposed by different organizations. The various reso- 
lutions which had been submitted were :ead and discussed with- 
out any formal vote, with the object of informing the commit- 
tee on resolutions as to the sentiments of the members. There 
were in all something like thirty-seven sesolutions proposed, and 
most of them were discussed. It was a lengthy, but interesting 
session. 


SEVENTH SESSION 


Thursday Morning: 

On convening Thursday morning, Otto Groenland, of Ohio, 
presented his report as chairman of the auditing committee, 
showing that the books of the association had been examined 
and found correct by the American Auditing Company. The re- 
port of the chairman of the committee on pharmacy law, M. S. 
Kahn, of Baltimore, was read in Mr. Kahn’s absence by Assistant 
Secretary Stevens, and was referred to the committee on reso- 
lutions. 

T. S. Armstrong presented a final report as chairman of the 
committee on credentials, showing that 223 accredited delegates 
were present. 

President Guilford called on representatives of the pharma- 
ceutical press, and brief addresses were made by Mrs, Emma

A. H. Beardsley, of the Miles Medical Company, was intro- 
duced by President Guilford as being an old friend of the N. A. 
R. D. Mr. Beardsley made a brief address, stating that he had 
been much gratified to hear the reports of the solid prosperity 
achieved by the N. A. R. D. These proved that the association 
had been gradually educating the druggists to the fact that it 
was not good business to cut prices. The committee on nomi- 
nations brought in a report recommending the election of the 
following: President, H. C. Shuptrine, Georgia; first vice-presi- 
dent, ,T. B. Cartmel, Delaware; second vice-president, FE. A. 
Bernius, Missouri; third vice-president, S. A. Eckstein, Minne- 
sota; secretary, Thomas H. Potts, Illinois; treasurer, Harvey 
]}. Leith, Rhode Island; executive committee, Charles H. Huhn, 
Minnesota; Henry W. Merritt, Pennsylvania; H. B. Guilford, 
New York; J. A. Bean, Massachusetts; E. H. Thiesing, Ohio; 
A. E. Zuber, Illinois. 

The report was adopted, and the assistant secretary instructed 
to cast one ballot for the nominees as named. H. C. Shuptrine, 
the president-elect, was introduced, making a brief address. J, 
Arthur Bean, of Massachusetts, presented the report of the com- 
mittee of U. S. P. and N. F. Propaganda, an abstract of which 
is given below. 

Report of the Propaganda Committe 


The report of the committee on U. S. P. and N. F. propa- 
ganda, presented by J. A. Bean, of Massachusetts, in the absence 
of the chairman, was very encouraging and a decided increase 
in the prescribing of official preparations by physicians was 
noted. So marked had been the succesé of the methods adopted 
by the association that members who had not as yet taken a 
personal part in propaganda work were urged to do so at once, 
and the committee reported that these methods had been given 
cordial support by physicians as well as pharmacists. 

The most successful results, it was stated, were obtained in 
localities where physicians were regularly sampled with official 
preparations monthly, with literature accompanying the samples 
similar to that published monthly in N. A. R. D. Notes. The 
committee had sent out ten “letters to physicians,” in each of 
which three official preparations were described and their thera- 
peutic value explained, and these were recommended for use 
by druggists when sending samples to physicians. Joint meet- 
ings of physicians and pharmacists were also commended as a 
valuable means for increasing harmony between the two pro- 
fessions. 

The committee further recommended that propaganda work 
be extended by druggists so as to include the public as well as 
physicians, and reported successful of such work in 
The method suggested was the distribution of 


results 
many localities. 
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circulars containing information relative to the professional side 
of the drug business, prescription work, etc., such as the pamph- 
lets published by the N. A. R. D., the series entitled “Educating 
the Public” being of special value. This is the kind of work 
that has brought results and if thoroughly and persistently car- 
ried out will not omly increase trade but also the respect and 
appreciation of the public. 

The committee noted that the greatest handicap to the suc- 
cess of propaganda work was the druggist himself, either through 
apathy, neglect or carelessness in making official preparations, 
and the fact that one incompetent or careless druggist in a 
locality could spoil the work of all the rest was pointed out as 
a reason why all should do their best to make their official pre- 
parations of the highest quality. 

This was followed by an open session for the narration of ex- 
periences of the members with propaganda work. 


EIGHTH SESSION 
Thursday Afternoon: 


The eighth and final session of the thirteenth annual con- 
vention of the N. A. D. R. was opened at three o’clock on 
Thursday afternoon, President Guilford in the chair. The audit- 
ing committee, to which the treasurer’s report had been referred, 
reported to the chairman, Otto Groenland, that the report was 
correct, and it was thereupon approved. fhe recommendation 
of the committee on finance that the annual dues of the members 
remain at $3 was also approved. The report of the committee 
on resolutions was then presented by the chairman, W. C. Ander- 
son, and after a debate on some of the features and a few minot 
amendments it was formally approved in the form given below: 


Resolutions Adopted 

The Committee on Resolutions, after considering all reports 
and resolutions referred to them, recommended the adoption of 
the following. Their recommendations were concurred in and 
the recommendations adopted: 

Resolved, That the National Association of Retail Druggists 
appropriate from the funds of the association, the sum of $100 
for the Procter Memorial Fund. 

Resolved, That price protection shall continue to be one of 
the chief issues of this association. 

Resolved, That we firmly believe in the effectiveness of a 
contract plan as a means of securing legal and beneficial price 
protection. 

Resolved, That we heartily commend the action of the Miles 
Medical Company in their loyal and unswerving support of the 
contract plan for price protection and their true support of this 
association. 

Resolved, That we commend the efforts of the Freeman Per- 
fume Company and all other manufacturers who have supported 
and aided the cause of price protection. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee shall be instructed 
to enlarge the number of the active field organizers not to ex- 
ceed ten as the needs of the association may in their judgment 
require. 

Resolved, That the Committee on National Legislation be 
appointed as soon as possible after each year’s convention. 

Resolved, That we petition the President of the United 


States to request Congress to take such action as will elevate 
the pharmacist in the different government positions which he 
may occupy. 

Resolved, That all parcels post bills continue to receive the 
vigorous opposition of the retail drug trade. 

Resolved, That we favor an amendment to the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law, or the enactment of a new law, the provisions 
of which will not interfere with the welfare of the small mer- 
chant who seeks protection and not destruction from large 
monopolies. 

Resolved, That the bill to place a tax on proprietary medi- 
cines be vigorously opposed. 

Resolved, That this association favors an amendment to the 
food and drugs act that will protect the public against unwar- 
ranted claims of nostrums and will provide that ‘the manufac- 
turing of medicinal preparations be in the hands of licensed 
pharmacists. 

Resolved, That this association favors interstate anti narco- 
tic legislation that will prohibit all illegitimate traffic in narcotics 
and habit forming drugs and confine their sales to proper chan- 
nels, and uses to strictly medicinal purposes. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be instructed to 
utilize the services of at least one organizer for special work 
in the interest of better conditions for the retail drug field with 
reference to telephone service and commissions. 

Resolved, That the organizer thus selected pursue an active 
propaganda under the supervision of the Telephone Committee 
and visit such cities as give promise of installing the slot phone 
and such other places as may have telephone troubles that may 
be adjusted by him in the interest of our members. 

Resolved, That in the financing of this proposition an effort 
be made to lighten the burden of expense to this association by 
inducing the telephone companies to assume their, proper pro- 
portion. 

Resolved, That in view of the many complications and con- 
ditions arising out of the slot telephone problem which so 
vitally affects the interests of our members, every effort be put 
forth to retain such advantages as we have gained and to con- 
tinue most harmonious and beneficial relations. 

Resolved, That our representative confer with the officials 
of the telephone company with the view of preventing en- 
croachment upon the present basis of compensation. 

Wuereas, the holding of the annual convention of this asso- 
ciation at so late a date is not only a hardship for many re- 
tailers who attend but also militates against the attendance of 
many who otherwise might attend, 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be requested to give 
this matter serious consideration and if possible arrange an 
earlier date for our next annual convention, preferably in the 
month of August. 

Resolved, That the new plans for price protection proposed 
by the Lawrence County Retail Druggists’ Association of Penn- 
sylvania, and the Chicago Retail Druggists’ Association be re- 
ferred to the Executive Committee with power. 

Resolved, That we favor a national department of health for 
the control, discharge and supervision of all national govern- 
ment activities which concern the public health, provided—first, 
that its estabiishment include a supervising board with proper 
representation from pharmacy to whom all questions contem- 
plating changes from existing conditions, or manner of regu- 
lation for control must be submitted and whose decision shall 
be final in governing the administration of said department; and 
second, that its various sub-departments include one especially 
devoted to pharmacy and drugs, and another to chemistry, each 
to be in charge of a specially qualified person. 
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of Retail Druggists, Held at Niagara Falls, 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be instructed to 
request representation for pharmacy at any conferences that are 
held to consider the provisions under which a national depart- 
ment of health shall be established. 

Resolved, That we favor a meeting of representatives from 
all branches of the drug trade with a view of giving proper 
consideration to proposed national legislation which affects phar- 
macy and the manufacture and sale of drugs to the end that 
a proper understanding may be arrived at as to the need and 
scope of such legislation as well as the manner of protecting the 
interest of pharmacy and the common welfare thereto. 

Resolved, That the National Association of Retail Druggists 
request and advocate such joint meetings and will take an active 
part therein. 

Wuereas, There is little if any legislation prohibiting the 
refilling of physicians’ prescriptions, we believe the physician 
should specify “do not refill” in English words on each and 
every prescription which he desires not to be refilled, 

WHEREAS, The members of the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists desire the cooperation of all physicians protecting 
and preserving the public health, therefore 

Resolved, That no prescription upon which the words “do 
not refill” written in English words appear shall be refilled 
without order of the physician. 

Resolved, That no person shall be furnished a copy of any 
such prescription. 

Wuereas, Sec. 7, of Regulation 7 of the food and drugs act 
permits the sale of U. S. P. and N. F. preparations of various 
strengths providing such strengths are designated on the label 
and 

WHEREAS, such provision causes much confusion in ~ en- 
forcement of pharmacy laws providing for the use of U. S. P. 
and N. F. names on drugs of standard strength alone, 

Resolved, That the section should be repealed or so amended 
as to provide that all drugs sold to the public under their offi- 
cial names or recognized synonyms shall be of standard strength. 

Resolved, That our resolution adopted at the Pittsburgh 
meeting in 1910 endorsing all cooperative associations and or- 
ganizations of retail druggists which benefit the retail druggist 
is hereby reaffirmed. 

Resolved, That this association favors the issuing of an ex- 
traordinary edition of N. A. R. D. Notes to celebrate the tenth 
anniversary of that publication, the date of issue of which shall 
be left to the Executive Committee and a copy of which shall 
be mailed to every retail druggist in the United States. 

Resolved, That the National Association of Retail Druggists 
reaffirms its position as being opposed to the indiscriminate sale 
of habit forming drugs. 

Resolved, That we reaffirm the position taken by this asso- 
ciation at its last meeting with reference to wood alcohol, and 
that we continue our efforts to have the name wood alcohol 
changed to wood naphtha. 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be sent to the Re- 
vision Committee of the United States Pharmacopceia with the 
request that they give it their serious consideration. 

Resolved, That the resolutions presented by the National 
Association of Pharmacologists providing for a working com- 
mittee of members of the Nationa! Association of Retail Drug- 
gists and the National Association of Pharmacologists, be ap- 
pointed, be referred to the Committee on Fraternal Relations. 

Wuereas, Many people commit suicide or homicide through 
the use of poisons, official attention having been drawn to this, 
legislation for the restriction of their sale is proposed directed 
especially against branches of the drug trade, and 

WuereEas, Most poisonous substances so employed are either 
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disinfectants or chemicals used in the arts and sold in other 
lines of business where it would be impossible to comply with 
methods of sale affording effective control of such articles, and 

Wuenreas, The real trouble is the fact that the name of the 
poison and as far as possible the dose employed as well as 
fairly accurate information as to the proper dose to employ are 
usually printed in the newspapers inducing morbid people and 
criminals to use these poisons through reading such statements, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the members of the N. A. R. D. and its 
more than one thousand affiliated branches urge upon the 
coroners and other officials of their states, and especially upon 
the proprietors of all newspapers published within the United 
States, the importance of refraining from furnishing to the 
public the name of the poison used in any case of suicide or 
homicide by poison and especially giving instructions regarding 
the methods of using such poisons and the amount constituting 
the fatal dose. 

WuereAs, The public has shown a commendable interest in 
matters relating to food and drugs and is seeking information 
from reliable sources, and 

Wuereas, The medical societies have taken an active part 
in the public work relating to health and sanitation, and in the 
absence of proper pharmaceutical representation in these move- 
ments have attempted to deal with questions of drugs and medi- 
cines as they relate to the public weal, therefore 

Resolved, That the National Association of Retail Druggists 
shall hereafter take a prominent part in its own behalf in all 
public work which has for its object the protection of the public 
health and morals when the same involves in any manner the 
manufacture, distribution and sale of drugs, and medicines and 
medicinal preparations and appliances; be it further 

Resolved, That to this end a public relations committee for 
the national association be created to be appointed annually by 
the president of the said committee to consist of five members 
and constitute one of the.standing committees of the associa- 
tion and to include as ex-officio members the members of our 
Committee on Advertising and the editor of our official organ, 
N. A. R. D. Notes. 


Wuereas, Through the great influence in valued service of 
the National Association of Retail Druggists, its members have 
been brought into close relationship and effective organization 
one fruit of which has resulted in the establishment of a number 
of cooperative enterprises productive of substantial benefits to 
the retail drug trade, and 

WuHe_reEAs, The moral influence of the N. A. R. D. has been 
freely employed in the fostering of such enterprises and the 
association has commended their operations to the trade, the 
wisdom of its officers in such services rendered is hereby recog- 
nized and its policy commended, and 

W HEREAS, The successful showing by many of these enter- 
prises is causing a rapid growth of similar institutions in other 
fields and the opportunity of the average retailer to ascertain 
their merit is meagre, a well defined policy should be outlined 
whereby the national association should treat with all such con- 
cerns that the financial interests of its members may be most 
largely conserved, therefore be it 

Resolved, That it should be the policy of the N. A. R. D. 
to advocate that in the management and control of enterprises 
built up and operated on the capital of druggists, that financial 
control and business direction should be as far as possible in 
the hands of retail druggists, thereby securing greatest safety 
and permanence and there being a possibility that confidence in 
the N. A. R. D. would be impaired and its guidance questioned, 
by cases of financial loss through fraud or failure of such con- 
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cerns, we deem it vital that the executive officers of the N. A. 
R. D. should be at all times in possession of all the facts ob- 
tainable concerning the financial condition and integrity of all 
institutions so operating, and 

Resolved, That upon the request of the Executive Committee 
of the N. A. R. D. each cooperative druggists’ concern shall be 
expected to file at some time during each year with the Execu- 
tive Committee a detailed and certified statement of its financial 
condition which may be published in Notes, and that failure or 
refusal to comply with a request for such a statement shall be 
regarded as sufficient grounds for denying the use of space in 
Notes for advertising by such concerns for commendatory favor 
in the reading columns. 

Wuereas, The service rendered by the N. A. R. D. Com- 
mittee on U. S. P. and N. F. Propaganda during the past year

Wuereas, The system employed during the past year for 
supervising advertisements, accepted by our official organ, Notes, 
has given general satisfaction, be it 

Resolved, That a similar committee be appointed to perform 
same duties during the coming year. 

Wuenreas, The collection department has rendered valuable 
service to this organization, be it 

Resolved, That this department be continued. 

Resolved, That we urge upon our members the necessity of 
taking an active interest in political affairs and of having 
representation in our legislative halls. 

Wuereas, The National Association of Retail Druggists has 
been a pioneer in the movement in behalf of pure food and 
drugs, and has supported all wise and practical efforts to safe- 
guard the food and drug supplies of the nation, 

Resolved, That this association renews its deep interest in and 
pledge its hearty support of the principle of purity in foods and 
drugs as embodied in the Federal food and drugs act, and the

The Powers-Weightman-Rosengarten Fire

THE PRESIDENT COMMENDS DR. WILEY 





Mild Censure for Subordinates for Overzealousness— 
Wickersham’s Opinion Based on Incomplete Evidence 
—Agricultural Department Will Be Reorganized 





_ September 20.—President Taft's decision in 

the Wiley case has somewhat clarified the Department of 
Agriculture situation in some particulars, but has muddled it in 
others. The decision follows the lines forecast in this corre- 
spondence, it having been positively predicted that Dr. Wiley 
would not be dropped and that Dr. Rusby would at least be per- 
mitted to continue his relation to the Government. The decision 
does not go as far as expected, because it fails to rectify the De- 
partment of Agriculture organization, whose utter inefficiency was 
demonstrated before the congressional committee. The good 
feature of the situation, so recognized by the most careful stu- 
dents of the problem, is the President’s admission that the devel- 
opments in the department brought out by the testimony on the 
witness stand call for much more radical action than any that he 
is prepared to take at the present moment. This admittedly fore- 
shadows what has already been predicted in this correspondence 
—a thorough reorganization of the method of administering the 
focd and drugs act. 

The main points in the decision are (1) the finding that Dr. 
H. W. Wiley was not to blame in the Rusby matter; (2) the 
finding that Dr. Rusby was not, to blame save in so far as he 
secured the appointment of an assistant on the “laborers’” roll 
to cover his duties during necessary absences; (3) the finding 
that Dr. Kebler and Dr. Bigelow were guilty only of an overzeal 
in the Government service, which is alleged to have led one of 
them into disingenuous and evasive methods of letter writing; 
(4) the implied severe criticism of Attorney General Wicker- 
sham carried in the statement that his recommendations in the 
Wiley case were based upon partial and incomplete evidence; 
(5) the evident dissatisfaction with the personnel board in the 
Department of Agriculture implied in the entire disregard of its 
findings, without apology, in the order to Secretary Wilson that 
the decision be communicated to the board, and in the statement 
that the accused officials were given no adequate chance by the 
board to present their case properly; (6) the evident dissatis- 
faction with conditions in the department evinced by the plain 
statement that the present finding has no bearing on the general 
conditions in the department, which may require much more rad- 
ical action. 

Undoubtedly these findings, satisfactory and equitable as they 
are in many particulars, are unjust to Drs. Rusby, Kebler and 
Bigelow. The evidence in the case nowhere is such as to war- 
rant either the criticism of Rusby as having acted in a not espe- 
cially creditable way in securing the appointment of an assistant 
or the reprimand which is ordered for the two others. But it 
was fully expected that those who were the immediate cause of 
the publicity given this scandal, annoying as it has been to the 
Administration, would feel the force of the executive arm in 
some measure, and they have undoubtedly come off -as lightly 
as could possibly have been expected. The strong support ac- 
corded Dr. Wiley from many sources all over the country un- 
doubtedly strengthened him tremendously and tended to relieve 
him of the danger of criticism. 

One of the most important features of the matter is the 
plainly implied suggestion that reorganization is impending, but 
it remains to be seen just what is determintd upon in that re- 
gard. One point on which definite approval may be expressed 
is the President’s criticism of the present method of paying ex- 
pert workers. Another which calls forth hearty approval is the 
declaration contained in the opinion in favor of the enforcement 
of the food and drugs act, which has been endangered by condi- 
tions in the department. 

Real interest now centres in the question when znd how far 
a reorganization of the department will be undertaken.

New York Retailers Protest Against 
Persecution by Sensation Mongers 
A resolution protesting *against the recent unjustifiable per- 
secution of pharmacists in New York City by individuals, in- 
stitutions and organizations not remotely connected with the 
New York State’ Board of Pharmacy, which alone has power 
and authority to regulate the practice of pharmacy in this state, 
was adopted at the latest monthly meeting of the New York 
Retail Druggists’ Association. This resolution, which was 
passed by a unanimous vote of the association’s members, 
follows: 


Wuenreas, The power to regulate the practice of pharmacy and the en- 
forcement of the pharmacy law, including inspections of pharmacies and 
examinations of drugs and medicines, is vested in the Board of Pharmacy, 
and 

Wuereas, Within the last few months pharmacists of the city of New 
York have been molested by individuals, institutions and various so-called 
“boards,” not so much with the view of promoting the public good as with 
the intention of creating sensations and to defame and discredit the pharma- 
ceutical profession, therefore be it Zl 

Resolved, That the New York Retail Druggists’ Association respectfully 
request the Board of Pharmacy to take a firm stand in the matter of assert- 
ing its rights and prerogatives in order that, in the future, all such hunters 
of crime, if anxious to look up sins and shortcomings of the pharmacist, 
shall first have to place themselves in communication with the Board of 
Pharmacy which, in its turn, should show sufficient interest and activity 
as to make the work of all other drug examiners both unnecessary and un- 
warranted, and be it further 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution be sent 
Pharmacy and to the pharmaceutical press.

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Condition of Trade 
New York, September 22, 1911. 

Although increased activity has not been a conspicuous fea- 
ture of the general drug and chemical market during the period 
covered by this review, the consuming demand has shown a grad- 
ual and steady improvement, and conditions in the various de- 
partments appear to be satisfactory to dealers, with a majority 
of the price changes again in favor of holders. Opiam has been 
further advanced’ in value, notwithstanding an absence of impor- 
tant demand, the upward movement being largely in sympathy 
with a corresponding improvement in primary markets, due to a 
further reduction in crop estimates. It is several years since 
prices of opium were at their present high level, and there is 
nothing in the outlook to indicate a probable early reaction. 
Continued strong markets are noted for European botanicals and 
much higher prices are predicted before the approaching con- 
suming season is far advanced. Cocaine has been reduced as a 
result of keen competition. Messina essences are firm under the 
influence of continued strong primary markets, and material at- 
vances have been made in quotations for bergamot and lemon. 
Bay oil is higher owing to extreme scarcity, and lemongrass is 
firmer under a similar influence. The recent advance in sugar, 
on account of a practical failure of the beet crop in Germany, 
has caused manufacturers of rock candy to mark up their prices. 
Among the roots, higher quotations are named for althea, Ger- 
man dandelion, mandrake, Mexican sarsaparilla and high dried 
rhubarb, while kava kava and spikenard are lower. In the chem- 
icals advances are noted in sulphate of ammonia, nitrite of soda, 
zinc oxide and zinc dust, and declines are recorded in hydrated 
carbonate of potash, powdered white arsenic and electrolytic 
caustic potash.

Alcohol is stronger under the influence of corresponding 
strength at producing points, and quotations for U. S. P. have 
becn advanced to $2.64 to $2.66 for grain, and $2.58 to $2.60 for 
sugar cane. 

Alexandria senna siftings are in good demand and firmer, 
and quotations are advanced to 7 to 7%4c. It is stated that no 
additional stock will be available abroad for several weeks. 

Balsam Peru is in slightly better supply and a shade easier, 
with true obtainable at $1.85 to $1.90, as to holder. 

Balsam tolu is again strong, owing to materially depleted 
stocks, and quotations have been advanced to 4o0c. for natural 
and 45c for cleaned. 

Barbados tar is finding only a limited consuming outlet and 
the market is easier with sellers of barrel lots at 50c. 

Burgundy pitch has continued to move upward in price 
abroad, and the tone of the local market is correspondingly 
stronger, with quotations advanced to 534 to 6c, as to quantity. 

Cacao butter is slightly firmer, in sympathy with correspond- 
ing conditions abroad, and spot quotations for wrapped fingers 
have been advanced to 45 to 47c, according to brand, quantity 
and holder. 

Catechu in cases is slow of sale, and the market is easier, with 
quotations reduced to 9 to Ioc, as to quantity. 

Cocaine is again lower owing to more or less keen competi- 
tion, and manufacturers have further reduced their quotations to 
the basis of $3.10 to $3.30 for bulk, according to size of order. 

Codeine is higher, in sympathy with the recent upward move- 
ment in opium, and manufacturers have advanced quotations 
30c per ounce to the basis of $5.65 to $5.70 for pure in bulk, 
according to quantity. 

Digitalis leaves are firmer owing to unfavorable crop news 
from producing sections in Europe, together with an improved 
consuming inquiry, and quotations have been advanced to 11% 
to 12c, as to holder and quantity. 

Gambier is again higher under the influences noted two 
weeks ago, and quotations show a further advance to 6 to 6lKe. 

Grindelia robusta is firmer both here and at primary sources 
of supply, and local dealers have advanced quotations to 9 to IIc. 

Gum guaiac is in reduced supply and holders of the limited 
stock are firmer in their views. After making sales at 30c the 
quotation was advanced to 35c. 

Harlem oil is easier on account of increased competition 
among importers, and quotations have been reduced to $1.85 to 
$1.95. 
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Juniper berries are again slightly firmer, owing to reports 
from abroad that the new crop is small and of inferior quality, 
and spot quotations for prime old have been further advanced 
to 3% to 3c. 

Lemon peel has been moving freely at 5c, and holders have 
advanced their quotation to 6c. 

Linseed oil is again stronger, owing to scarcity of raw mate- 
rial, and quotations are further advanced to 92 to 94c for raw, 
and 93 to g5c for boiled. 

Lobelia herb is scarce on the spot and firmer, with the lim- 
ited available supply concentrated in few hands, and quotations 
have been advanced to 7% to 8c. 

Lupulin is higher owing to the stronger position of the crude 
material, and the quotation has been advanced to $2.25, at which 
sales in jobbing quantities have been made. 

Lycopodium is somewhat easier under the influence of cable 
advices, indicating a weaker tendency abroad, and spot quota- 
tions have been reduced to 52 to 55c, as to brand and holder. 

Manna is firmer under a fairly good consuming demand for 
both large and small flake, and business is reported at 95c for 
the former and 65c jor the latter. Quotations have since been 
advanced to $1 and 70 to 72c respectively. 

Marjoram is higher both here and abroad, and spot quota- 
tions have been advanced to 11 to 12c for French and 35 to 36c 
for German. 

Menthol is temporarily scarce, and for jobbing quantities 
$4.85 and upward has been realized. 

Opium has developed increased strength under the influence 
of stronger cable advices from Smyrna, and spot. quotations 
have been further advanced to $8 to $8.05, as to quantity, the 
inside figure for original cases. The consuming demand has 
been only moderate, but full prices were realized for the lim- 
ited quantities sold. Powdered and granular are correspond- 
ingly stronger, and $8.75 is the ruling quotation for either de- 
scription. 

Prickly ash berries are in light supply and the market is 
firmer. Fairly large sales were made at 20c, and additional 
parcels would have been taken ‘at this price, but dealers ad- 
vanced quotations to 25 to 26c, and the tendency is still upward. 

Rock candy prices have been advanced in sympathy with the 
increased cost of sugar, and the revised quotations are on the 
basis of 10 to 10%c for white in strings and half strings. 

Russian cantharides are firm both here and abroad, and spot 
quotations have been marked up to 75 to 76c. 

Santonine is decidedly higher, and local representatives have 
been instructed to advance prices to $13.30 to $13.55 for crystals, 
and $13.50 to $13.75, according to quantity. 

Short buchu leaves met with an improved inquiry several days 
ago, and up to $1.15 was reported paid for bale lots. Holders 
subsequently advanced their inside price to $1.20, but this 
checked the demand, and the quotation of $1.15 was restored. 
Later the range of prices was reduced to $1.10 to $1.15. 

Sicily sumac is dull, with the market again easier, 
quotation is further reduced to $50 per ton. 

Soap bark is offered rather more freely, 
crushed, and quotations for this description have been reduced 
to 7%4 to 7%c. Cut is nominally unchanged at 8% to 9c. 

St. Vincent arrow root has moved more or less freely, and, 
with stocks depleted, the tone of the market is stronger. A 
limited quantity might still be secured at 7c, but most holders 
have advanced their price to 7%c. 

Sugar of milk continues in demand, both for home consump- 
tion and export, and buyers have experienced considerable dii- 
ficulty in securing round lots. The market retains a strong un- 
dertone and prices have been further advanced to 12 to 12%c, 
with sales of 25-bbl. lots reported at the inside figure. 

Venice turpentine is cabled higher abroad, and the spot mar- 
ket is correspondingly firmer, with quotations for true advanced 
to 30 to 32c for barrels, and 31 to 33c in cans. Artificial is 
steadily held at 9 to 1oc, as to quantity. 
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Chemicals 

Ammonia, sulphate, is firmer in sympathy with corresponding 
conditions abroad, and local dealers have advanced quotations 
to $3.15 to $3.20, according to quantity and position. 

Carbonate of potash, hydrated, is a fraction lower with sellers 
on the basis of 4 to 44%c for 80 to 85 percent. Calcined is un- 
changed at 334 to 4c. 

Carbolic acid shows increasing firmness, and quotations for 
100-pound lots have been: advanced to 2Ic for 1-pound bottles, 
17%c for 5-pound packages, 17c for 10-pound, 16%c for 25c 
pound and 16c for 50-pound. For less than 100-pounds Ic per 
pound additional. : 

Caustic potash, electrolytic, is easier owing to freer offerings 
from importers, who are quoting 4.80c ex-dock for any quan- 
tity from a single cask up. 

Cream of tartar is again easier and manufacturers have fur- 
ther reduced their prices to 24%4 to 24%c for powdered, as to 
quantity. 

Crude saltpeter is in larger supply, and quotations have been 
reduced to 4% to 434c as to quantity, the lower figure for 50- 
ton lots. 

Nitrate of soda is a shade firmer and the revised quotations 
for 96 percent. in any position, show an advance to $2.25 to 
$2.271% while 95 percent. is held at $2.20 to $2.25. 

Nitrite of soda is extremely scarce, with a consequent firmer 
market, and quotations have been advanced to 734 to 8%c as to 
size of order. 

Powdered white arsenic is again in ample supply and the 
market is easier with quotations reduced to 1%c for carload 
lots and up to 24%c for smaller quantities. 

Zinc oxide is stronger in sympathy with higher markets 
abroad, and spot quotations for French process have been ad- 
vanced to 7% to 77%c for red seal, 8% to 8%c for green seal 
and 834 to 9% for white seal, according to quantity. 


Essential Oils 

Bay oil is again higher owing to extreme scarcity, and quo- 
tations have been further advanced to $2.75 to $3 for prime 
quality. 

3ergamot oil is in materially reduced supply, and stronger 
markets are noted both here and abroad. Spot quotations for 
leading brands have been advanced to $4.85 to $4.90. 

Geranium oil continues firm and quotations for Algerian 
rose have been further advanced to $4.25 to $4.35. 

Lemon oil has been moving freely under an active consuming 
demand, and the market is stronger, with a substantial business 
reported. Up to $1.75 has beep paid, and the range for desirable 
brands is $1.75 to $1.80. 

Roots 
3elladonna is easier owing to keen competition among im- 
porters, and quotations for German have been reduced to I1 to 
I2c. . 

Kava kava continues to offer more or less freely, and quota- 
tions show a further reduction to 40 to 42¢. 

Mexican sarsaparilla has received increased attention and the 
tone of the market is firmer. Up to 15c is reported paid for 
round lots, and the quoted range is 15 to 16c, as to quantity and 
holder. 

Spikenard root is again weaker under increasing available 
supplies and quotations have further declined to 14 to I5c. 

Seeds 

Canary seed is firmer owing to unfavorable crop conditions, 
and quotations have been advanced to 3 to 3%c, as to grade, 
quantity and holder. 

Hemp seed is slightly higher in sympathy with corresponding 
conditions abroad, and spot quotations show an advance to 3% 
to 3%c for Russian. 

Poppy seed continues to harden in value, owing to small yield 
of new crop, and quotations show a further advance to 12 to 
13%4c, as to grade and holder.
